Senate Chairmen Confer on Service Pay Report 


Senator Morris Sheppard, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
announced this week that he is holding 
conferences with the chairmen of the 
committees concerned with the other uni- 
formed services with a view to deter- 
mining the best procedure for handling 
legislation recommended by the Interde- 
partmental Pay Committee’s Report. 

Senator Sheppard gave copies of the 
majority report, and also the minority re- 
port submitted by the Navy’s representa- 
tive, to the other chairmen. He already 
has had conversations on the subject with 
Senator David I. Walsh, chairman of the 
Naval Committee, and Senator Josiah 
Bailey, chairman of the Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

There is a possibility that there may 
be a joint meeting of the committees, or 
that the other committees may send liai- 
son representatives to hearings to be con- 
ducted by Senator Sheppard’s commit- 
tee, but it is most likely that the Mili- 
tary Committee will hold the necessary 
hearings, draft the final bill, and then 
consult with the chairmen of the other 
committees prior to taking the matter 
on the floor of the Senate. 

There is little doubt but that the Mili- 
tary Committee will not begin hearings 
until after the President’s national de- 
fense program is out of the way. 

Complete copies of the Interdepart- 
mental Committee’s report were sent to 
Senator Sheppard this week for distribu- 
tion to members of the committee. As re- 


Presents Air Corps Program 


A well-rounded air expansion program 
so coordinated that the Army would ac- 
tually have in operation in two years 
time, the planes, personnel, bases and 
emergency procurement machinery nec- 
essary for the defense of the continental 
United States and Panama, was outlined 
by Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, Chief 
of Air Corps, before the House Military 
Committee, Jan. 18. 

Highlighting the program were recom- 
mendations for the establishment of 
four new Army air bases—two in the 
United States and one in Puerto Rico 
and Alaska the expansion of ex- 
isting bases in Hawaii and Panama, and 
temporary suspension of the laws re- 
quiring competitive bidding to permit 
negotiated contracts with aircraft manu- 
facturers. The latter is necessary, Gen- 
eral Arnold said, if the objective of a 
5500 Army plane strength is to be 
accomplished in two years, for otherwise 
it will not be possible to fill all plants to 
capacity production. 

Other features of the program are: 

Increase of the number of officer pilots 
from 2,245 to 4,668 of which 3,200 would 
be in the Regular Army and 1,400 in the 
Reserve, and expansion of the enlisted 
strength of the Air Corps by about 25,000 
men and of supporting arms by 5,000. 

Additional housing at Air Corps sta- 
tions, which will be of a permanent na- 
ture in Alaska and Panama and partially 
temporary in the continental limits of 
the United States.

last week there are three general priori- 
ties listed in the report. The full text of 
the legislation recommended under the 
first priority was printed on page 442 of 
the ArMy AND NAvy JourNAL of Jan. 14. 
Senator Sheppard will introduce the two 
measures applying specifically to the 
Army (that concerning retired pay of en- 
listed specialists and that authorizing the 
Secretary of War to set the distribution 
of grades and ratings). Regarding the 
other recommended legislation he will 
consult first with the chairmen of the 
other committees concerned, but it is con- 
sidered likely that the Senator will spon- 
sor the first priority recommendations 
and not those under the other priorities. 
In general, the first priority bills, un- 
der the majority report, as reported last 
week, provide—for enlisted men: remov- 
ing or reducing disparities in base and 
longevity pay and in rental allowances, 
and extending the application of other 
allowances; for warrant officers of the 
Army Mine Planter Service: increases in 
base pay and extension of longevity pay ; 
for warrant officers of the Army: exten- 
sion of longevity pay; for all warrant 
officers of the Army: rental and subsis- 
tance allowances of the second pay 
period of commissioned officers; for 
Marine Corps warrant officers: pay at 
Navy and Coast Guard rates and exten- 
sion of longevity pay; for nurses: give 
Public Health Service nurses same pay

Navy Staff Corps Survey 

Further returns in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourRNAL Staff Corps survey pub- 
lished this week bear out earlier results 
indicating strong sentiment for imme- 
diate revision of the Staff personnel laws. 

Seventy-one per cent of the votes thus 
far counted—which is nearly 20 per cent 
of the total officer strength of the Staff 
Corps and conceded to be indicative of 
the views of the whole group—were op- 
posed to the present system. Sixty-four 
per cent favored immediate revision, 
while 60 per cent said they did not con- 
sider that the benefits of waiting for 
thorough digestion of the new Line Act 
outweighed the need for immediate ac- 
tion. Revision of the Equalization Act of 
1926 was favored by 72 per cent of the 
officers. 

Of interest in connection with the poll 
are the comments made by officers on the 
ballots submitted : 

Comdr., CKC-—"I consider that the 
staff corps are too tightly geared to the 
line with reference to numbers in grades 
and this is injurious to the personnel 
and wasteful of money and men.” 

Comdr., CkC—“Favor promotion Civil 
Engineers and Naval Constructors by se- 
lection without limiting percentage 
which may be selected. In other words, 
same scheme now used for EDO Offi 
cers.” 

Comdr., ChC—Retirement of officers 
whose services are not required. Promo- 
tion of all retained officers with running 
mates.” 

Lt., CC—“Construction Corps is 40%

Defense Program Gets 
Underway in Congress 


President Roosevelt's recommenda- 
tions for putting American defenses on a 
sound footing were given congressional 
right-of-way this week, as committees in 
both houses began consideration of the 
program. 

The Senate and House Military Com- 
mittees had War Department officials 
before them most of the week giving de- 
tuils of the plan to make the United 
States safe against attack by 1041. With 
the naval shipbuilding program already 
in shape, needing only appropriations to 
bring the Fleet up to the desired strength, 
the Naval Committees of Congress pre- 
pared to consider legislation to extend 
the power of the Fleet by providing a 
chain of bases on the coast of the United 
States and in the outlying possessions, 

Secretary of War Woodring and the 
Chief of Staff, General Craig testified at 
length before Senate and House Military 
Committees in executive session and re- 
putely told them that while the Army was 
not now at such strength as to success- 
fully defend the United States and its 
possessions against attack, in two years 
time under the proposed program, the 
Nation would be reasonably secure 
against any eventuality. 

Details of the $477,000,000 expansion of 
the Army proposed by the President in 
his special message of last week were 
furnished in open sessions before the 
Hlouse Military Committee on Wednesday 
and Thursday by Maj. Gen, Henry H. 
Arnold, Chief of Air Corps, Brig. Gen. 
George ©. Marshall, Deputy Chief of 
Staff, and Brig. Gen. George V, Strong, 
Assistant Chief of Staff for War Plans. 

Major public interest centered on 
whether the Navy would or would not 
build a fortified air and submarine base 
at Guam, Provision for establishment of 
aviation facilities at the Western Pacific 
possession were included in a $65,000,000 
bill officially submitted to Congress, Jan. 
19, by the Navy Department, to carry out 
some of the recommendations of the Hep- 
burn Board. No provision was made in 
the bill for other than air bases, and four 
of the latter which were recommended for 
earliest completion by the Board were not 
included. 

Besides the expenditure of $5,000,000 
at Guam for dredging, building a break- 
water, and constructing hangars, shops 
and barracks, the bill proposes two air 
buses in Alaska, at Kodiak and Sitka, 
and others at Puerto Rico, Jacksonville, 
Fla., Kaneohe Bay, Oahu, T. H., Midway, 
Wake, Johnston Island, Palmyra Island, 
and expansion at Pearl Harbor and 
Pensacola. In addition, a $37,500,000 
Navy public works bill was submitted to 
Congress this week by the Navy. 

President Roosevelt at his press con- 
ference yesterday indicated he favors be- 
ginning construction of the proposed base 
at Guam. He pointed out that the Navy’s 
shore base program as outlined in the 
Hepburn board report was a long range 
program and one on which he does not 
wish to commit himself completely at this 
time. However, he indicated he was in 
favor of an immediate appropriation of

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Editors Discuss Report of Hepburn Board on Naval Bases 


The report of the Hepburn board on the need for establishing additional shore 
bases for the United States Navy was greeted favorably by American editors. Below 
are quoted excerpts from editorials appearing in the daily press. 


The New York Herald-Tribune, comments, “The report of the special board 
on the expansion of air, submarine, destroyer and mine base facilities was sub- 
mitted only a week ago; already a bill embodying its recommendation has been 
prepared, and the House Naval Affairs Committee expects to open hearings on it 
next week. Bases are much less spectacular than battleships, and.this proposal 
to girdle our various defensive areas with a chain of some forty new or refurbished 
bases for the Naval light forces may not bulk very large against the other aspects 
of the Administration’s rearmament program. But though not so exciting as battle- 
ships or air squadrons, bases have a direct significance for strategy, and therefore 
for policy, which the former may lack. 

“Isolated though it is, the special board found Guam ‘with adequate air and 
submarine protection’ could ‘be made secure against anything short of a major 
effort’; and that if it were maintained in this condition it would suffice to render 
‘hostile operations against the Philippines’ a ‘precarious undertaking.’ Here is evi- 
dence of a new vigor in utilizing our own opportunities for the defense of legitimate 
American interests in that area against possible threat.” 


The Springfield, Ill., Journal, writes, “Under the circumstances, it is idle to 
talk of a national defense plan which doesn’t include the Philippines. If war 
threatens our interest in the Pacific, we will be obliged to defend them, either as 
United States territory or as the home of a people whose security is essential to 
our own safety.” 


“It is significant,” declares the St. Louis, Mo., Star-Times, “that the special 
board of Navy experts did not include the Philippine Islands in the program which 
they recommended to Congress for the strengthening of sea and air bases in the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. As the islands are scheduled to receive final independence 
in 1946 the board simply suggested that existing facilities be maintained, Though 
it has been interpreted in some military circles that the board’s recommendations 
for a strong submarine and air base at Guam was made with the Philippines in 


view this is only one side of the picture. For Guam is not only an outpost of the 
Philippines but is also one of the strategic outposts of our western continental 
defense system which extends along a line drawn from Alaska through Hawaii 
to Panama. 

“To maintain that line against all possible attacks it would be logical to in- 
clude a base at an advance point from which a fleet could operate and thus prevent 
any enemy from striking too close to our first line of defense. Guam is such a base.” 


The Hartford, Conn., Times, says, “The general program of the Naval Board 
is timed to suggest concrete projects for the strengthening of American defenses 
in step with President Roosevelt’s plea to Congress. The Naval Board has not 
thought that its entire program will be accepted at once and it advocates that 15 
of the proposed 41 projects be promptly undertaken. The merit of each proposed 
base will become clearer, no doubt, when specific appropriation is under consid- 
eration. It will then appear also how far toward Japan the United States should 
build its fortifications as a means of defense.” 


Considering the proposal to fortify Guam, the Manchester, N. H., Union, writes, 
“This is the most significant feature in the entire program. The United States con- 
sidered fortification of Guam before the World War, but plans were abandoned 
following the Washington naval treaty. No legal restriction in that direction exists 
since Japan denounced the treaty.” 


The Norfolk, Va., Virginian-Pilot, says, “When the Hepburn board’s report on 
recommended naval bases (of various types and sizes) was made public, a flurry 
of excitement followed in some Navy Department offices. The report, some officers 
believed, contained too many secrets. They held it up briefly but were over-ruled. 

“It is indeed a remarkably frank document, of a kind which no dictator gov- 
ernment would make public. But on the other hand it may be doubted if it con- 
tained one recommendation which had not already been taken into consideration 
by naval intelligence everywhere, or, for that matter that has not been discussed 
publicly by military and naval writers. 

“The Hepburn Board report * * * reflects a firmer national attitude than ever 
before in American history.”

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Navy Shore Construction 

Following the submission to Congress, 
Jan. 19 by the Navy Department of a 
$37,500,000 shore construction _ bill, 
Senator Walsh and Representative Vin- 
son, chairmen of the naval committees 
of the Senate and House, immediately 
introduced the measure. 

Included in the bill is provision for 
two graving docks for Pearl Harbor to 
cost 101% million dollars, another graving 
dock for Mare Island, and quarters and 
a hospital at Guam. 

The bill provides for the following 
projects: 

Navy Yard, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii—Grav- 
ing drydock for large vessels, services and 
accessories, $8,485,000; personnel building 
and accessories, $4,214,000; recreation build- 
ings and accessories, $125,000; pipe and 
copper shop building and accessories, $150,- 
000; electric shop and accessories, $465,000; 
galvanizing shop and accessories, $85,000; 
graving drydock for small vessels, services 
and accessories, $2,000,000; public works 
shop and storage building, $170,000; ord- 
nance shop building and accessories, $165,- 
000; store house building and accessories, 
$750,000. 

Navy Yard, Mare Island, Calif.—Graving 
drydock, $1,750,000; utility and transportation 
buildings, $100,000; laboratory building, 
$120,000. 

Navy Yard, Portsmouth, New Hampshire 
—Submarine barracks and mess hall, $270,- 
000. 
Navy Yard, Puget Sound, Wash.—Graving 
drydock, services and accessories, $3,000,000. 

Naval Station, Guam—Officer's quarters 
and accessories, $75,000.

Hawaiian Dept. Activities 


The Hawaiian Division stationed at 
Schofield Barracks, T. H., under the com- 
mand of Maj. Gen. James A. Woodruff, 
during the month of December under- 
took and successfully completed many 
phases of training. The month was 
divided into two distinct training phases 
with the first two weeks being devoted 
to field and barracks problems while the 
latter two weeks were used as a period 
of post rehabilitation. 

The training of the Hawaiian Division 
and special units garrisoned at Scho- 
field Barracks is under the supervision 
of the A.C. of S., G-3 who issues a weekly 
master drill schedule to the brigades. The 
brigades receive their assignments from 
a training program outlined by the com- 
manding general for the training year. 

During the first week of December out- 
standing on the program was the service 
practice of the second battalion of the 
Thirteenth Field Artillery and the first 
battalion of the Eleventh Field Artillery. 
The Thirty-fifth Infanry also sent a 
reconnaissance party of selected officers 
and key noncommissioned officers to the 
Punch Bowl, Diamond Head and Alia- 
manu O.P’s. 

Highlights of the second week of the 
month’s training program was the heavy 
firing schedule of the Eleventh Field Ar- 
tillery Brigade. All three regiments, the 
Kighth, Eleventh and Thirteenth, took 
part in service practices, field fortification 
problems and the tests in occupation of 
positions at night. 

The third week found all units of the 
Hawaiian Division taking part in the re- 
habilitation program which included the 
maintenance and repair of barracks, gun 
sheds, motor parks, stables and regi- 
mental areas. The Eleventh Field Artil- 
lery Brigade completed a full field train- 
ing period, however, with the three regi- 
ments taking part in service practices. 
The entire brigade’s headquarters 
strength took part in a one-day communi- 
cation problem which tested radio and 
signal installations as well as command 
posts and message centers, 

The fourth week of the month of De- 
cember was also devoted to rehabilita- 
tion by all units except the artillery

Following a custom of Hawaii the “short- 
timers” were presented with leis, Hawai- 
ian floral wreaths, which were placed 
around their necks. 

Hawaiian Separate CA Brig. 

Activities within the Hawaiian Sep- 
arate Coast Artillery Brigade reached a 
new high during the month just con- 
cluded. 

Brig. Gen. Philip B. Peyton, who has 
commanded the HSCAB since last May, 
relinquished his command to Brig. Gen. 
Fulton Q. ©. Gardner, who arrived on 
the USAT Republic on Dee. 16. General 
Peyton was transferred by War Depart- 
ment orders to command of the 21st In- 
fantry Brigade at Schofield Barracks, 
= 

Prior to his departure from the 
HSCAB, General Peyton was tendered 
one of the spectacular night reviews, for 
which the Brigade is widely known. 
These reviews are held at night and are 
illuminated by about thirty of the huge 


800,000,000 candlepower anti-aircraft 
searchlights, furnished by the 64th CA. 
These reviews are ordinarily held at Ft. 
De Russy. 

Soon after the arrival of General Gard 
ner in the islands, another huge review 
was held at Ft. De Russy. This review 
gave General Gardner an opportunity to 
look at his troops shortly after he ar- 
rived. This review occurred in the day- 
time, 

Col. Sanderford Jarman, who arrived 
on the Republic with General Gardner, 
was placed in command of the 64th CA 
at Ft. Shafter. Col. Jarman relieved Lt. 
Col. Ferdinand C. Gallagher, who had 
been in temporary command of the Kalihi 
post.

Disabled Regulars 

Regarding the case of ex-private John 
FP. MeDounough, who died in Washington 
this week after being refused hospital 
treatment, Mr. J. E. Nieman, National 
Educational Director of the Regular Vet- 
erans Association, wrote Senator Walsh, 
in part, as follows: 

Please accept the gratitude of every member 
of this Assolation for the splendid stand you 
have taken in the instance of the death of 
Regular John BE, McDounough, who was quite 
recently discharged from the Army, health 
poor, yet who was denied hospitalization on a 
technicality that his disabilities were not ser- 
vice-incurred and who died shortly after be- 








Ordinarily when an insurance company 
pays a benefit its service ends. 


When the Army Mutual pays a benefit 
a most important part of its service begins. 
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ing refused such hospitalization. 

With nearly one-third of the men in service 
receiving a pay that is far less than a CCC en- 
rollee is paid and with their disabled being 
kicked out on a pension that is less than one- 
half that we pay our war veterans for like 
disabilities, or on no pension at all, it is won- 
dered that there is any morale in the service 
at all; yet these soldiers and sailors who are 
80 quietly, solidly and fully American go right 
ahead, feeling that justice will come to them 
eventually. 

Returning to the instant and like cases, 
there are three laws to be enacted which 
would, we believe, correct the matter. 

1. A law that would give to every man who 
has served his nation honorably as a Soldier, 
Sailor, Marine or Coast Guardsman, hospitali- 
zation, if and when he needs it. This right is 
denied to our service personnel today unless 
they have line-of-duty disabilities which 
have been established as such by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. 

2. A law that would provide that when a 
person has served at least six months in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard, 
and was discharged for disabilities, that such 
disabilities be considered service-connected. 
A man can serve for years under the present 
law, be discharged for disabilities and have 
such disabilities denied service-connection 
“because he had a cough before he enlisted.” 

3. A decent pension for his service-incurred 
disabilities and a decent pension for his de- 
pendents in the event of his death from line 
of duty causes. 





Surgeon General’s Report 

The annual report of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army, Maj. Gen. Charles R. 
Reynolds, was made public this week. It 
contains information concerning adminis- 
trative activities of his office during the 
fiscal year 1938 and matter relative to the 
health of the Army during the calendar 
year 1937. Features of the report are 
summarized below: 

Approximately 3 per cent of the personnel 
was absent from duty each day because of 
illness due to disease or injury. Nearly one 
hundred and nine thousand cases of illness 
were treated, ninety per cent of them in hos- 
pital, The proportion of cases cared for in 
hospital is much greater than is true in civil 
practice, This is because facilities for treat- 
ment, comparable with those in the home, 
cannot be provided in barracks and because 
it is important that patients with contagious 
diseases be removed from contact with other 
soldiers in order that dissemination of such 
diseases may be limited. 

The prevalence of disease varied consider- 
ably with geographic location. Climate, 
sociological, and sanitary environment are 
the factors responsible for the variations 
since the sick rates are in practically the same 
relation from year to year. Common respira- 
tory diseases, veneral diseases, and malaria 
are unusually prevalent in Panama and in 
whites in the Philippine Islands. Malaria is 
not present in Hawaii, except as rare im- 
ported cases; veneral disease rates are very 
low there; and the incidence of common 
respiratory diseases is less than among 
troops in any other country. For the Army 
as a whole, the greatest amount of illness 
was among white enlisted men in Panama, 
the lowest in Filipinos. In the United States, 
sick rates are lowest in the New England 
area, highest in the southeastern part of the 
country. 

Concerning venereal disease, exhaustive sta- 
tistics have been compiled and appear in the 
report, They show a steady decline in the 
rate of occurrence during the last 30 years. 
The records of venereal disease in the Army 
show extraordinary increases in prevalence 
following the Mexican, Civil, and Spanish 
American Wars, In 1866 practically one man 





in four was affected and after the Philippine 
insurrection about one in six. In 1909 active 
procedures for venereal disease control were 
placed in effect and from time to time there- 
after additional methods of prevention were 
added, Following the World War the ven- 
ereal diseases did not increase as had been 
the case in the years succeeding our former 
war periods. The downward trend which be- 
gan in 1909 was promptly resumed and has 
continued, This year's rate is the lowest the 
Army has ever experienced and one which a 
few years ago was thought impossible of at- 
tainment. The control methods adopted have 
in 30 years brought about over 80 per cent 
reduction in the occurrence of venereal dis- 
ense in the Army. 

Injuries contribute as much to Army non- 
effectiveness as do the infectious diseases, 
Their incidence has declined slightly but 
their severity has increased somewhat, due 
to the greater frequency of automobile acci- 
dents. Athletics and physical exercise, falls, 
and automobiles are the principal causes of 
injury. 

The death rate was the lowest the Army 
has ever experienced, 3.5 per thousand 
strength. The average rate for the last five 
years is about 19 per cent below that of the 
five years immediately preceding the World 
War. This year there were 329 deaths from 
disease, 282 from external causes. Automo- 
bile accidents and pneumonia were the lead- 
ing causes of death among violent causes 
and diseases, respectively, and the former 
was responsible for twice as many deaths as 
the latter. 

Health conditions in the CCC were good. 
There were no important epidemics. Tuber- 
culosis appears to be much less prevelant 
than in the general population, the number 
of cases being about one per year in each 
thousand enrollees, All enrollees are im- 
munized against typhoid fever. There were 
but nineteen cases of this disease—notwith- 
standing the fact that the majority of the 
work camps are located in areas where the 
protection of water supplies and foods offer 
great difficulty, 

Along with vaccination as a means of pre- 
venting pneumonia has gone a great increase 
in the distribution of diagnostic and curative 
sera. These are now available throughout 
the CCC and as a result thereof cases will be 
diagnosed earlier and more accurately. The 
serum used for treatment undoubtedly pre- 
vents many deaths and it is hoped that this 
year at least a 50 per cent reduction can be 
made in pneumonia fatality. 





Govt. Medical School 


A bill to establish a United States post- 
graduate medical and surgical college 
and research institute, “to provide prop- 
erly trained, medical, surgical and health 
personnel for the Military, Naval and 
Public Health Service,” was introduced 
Jan. 12 by Representative May, chairman 
of the House Military Committee. 

The college would be under the control 
and administration of a board of Regents, 
which shall consist of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army, Surgeon General of the 
Navy, Surgeon General of the Public 
Health Service, and four other members 
to be appointed by the President. 

It would be located in the District of 
Columbia and to be known as the U. 5. 
Medical and Surgical College. The board 
would, during the month of July, con- 
duct clinies for the benefit of Reserve 
Officers and the U. 8. Public Health Ser- 
vice who care to enroll at their own ex- 
pense. All graduates would have pre- 
ferred status for any vacancy in the 
Army, Navy, and Public Health Service.

been conducted.” He also urges “in 
creased respect for and understanding 
of our military establishment, its per 
sonnel, its functions, and its responsi 
bilities.”

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Ask Modernization Authority 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Leahy 
asked Congress this week for blanket au- 
thority to modernize ships of the Navy 
after they had completed half of their 
useful life. 

Legislation was submitted to the House 
by the Department under which one- 
quarter of the original cost of any ship 
could be spent for alterations and re- 
pairs to refit it and give it the necessary 
increased speed, striking power and pro- 
tection for it to operate with the new 
and improved vessels now joining the 
Fleet. 

Existing law prohibits the expenditure 
of more than $450,000 in any 18-month 
period for alterations or repairs to any 
ship, making it necessary for Congress 
to specifically authorize any extensive 
changes or modernization. Most of the 
capital ships now in Service have been 
partially or completely modernized and 
last session, Congress authorized the 
modernization of the aircraft carriers, 
Lexington and Saratoga. Funds to start 
this work are carried in next year’s 
budget. 

As several years elapsed between the 
time the Navy Department asked for the 
alteration of the vessels and the actual 
start of work in each case, it is now pro- 
posed that general authority be given for 
such work. If Congress approves the re- 
quest, it will hereafter be necessary only 
for appropriations to be secured to in- 
stall new and improved features or re- 
place worn out major parts. Admiral 
Leahy, writing as Acting Secretary of 
the Navy, said that enactment of the 
measure would promote economy by per- 
mitting better planning at the Navy De- 
partment, 

The bill would allow 25 per cent of the 
original cost of the hull, machinery and 
fittings of any vessel to be spent in the 
manner indicated, during the latter half 
of its life. The bill specified that the life 
of the various classes of vessels should 
be considered as follows: capital ship, 
26 years; aircraft carriers and cruisers, 
20 years; destroyers, 16 years, subma- 
rines, 13 years; and minor war vessels 
and auxiliaries, 30 years.

Modernize Submarines 


Representative Carl Vinson, chairman 
of the House Naval Committee, this week 
introduced a bill to modernize the sub- 
marines Argonaut, Narwhal and Nauti- 
lus at a total cost of $5,500,000.

1, Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired.

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
en Government business. 








WHEN THE UNITED STATES ENTERED THE World War, its industry for 
three years had been expanding in order to meet the needs of the Allies. In his Na- 
tional Defense message, the President, supporting his recommendations for armament 
increase, pointed out that for a year following our entrance into that war, the country 
was free from attack, and Industry thus was unhampered in enlarging its output for 
the supply of the American Armies ag well as for the Powers with which we were 
associated. Because we may not be sure that the same fortunate conditions will exist 
in case of another world war, the President proposed an appropriation of $32,000,000 
for “educational orders,” which will facilitate quantity production of non-commercial 
military items. Hardly had the President’s message been read than the State Depart- 
ment announced that for some months it had been discouraging airplane manufacturers 
from supplying planes or parts to countries which permitted the bombing of civilian 
populations, and specifically mentioned the United Aircraft Corporation of East Hart- 
ford, Conn., as having disregarded this policy in its sale of 600 propeller blades to 
Japan. A few days later, the War Department awarded a contract for propeller blades 
to this same corporation. These several maneuvers may have been considered good 
national and international politics, but the questions arise, first, whether it is not in 
the greater interest of the country, and particularly of employment, for American 
firms to be encouraged to sell their products abroad, and, secondly, whether such prac- 
tice will not advance the cause of preparedness and at a cheaper cost to the Govern- 
ment. Another important point deserving of consideration is the effect of the precedent 
established by the State Department in the matter of exports. If propeller blades may 
be withheld from sale, why not scrap iron, steel and other metals, cotton and even 
grain? Practically every export to a country engaged even in undeclared war increases 
its power to wage it, and at the same time makes the producing nation more efficient 
for its own protection. 


WHEN THE APPROPRIATE COMMITTEES OF CONGRESS begin consider- 
ation of the compensation that should be granted to the Services, they ought not lose 
sight of the expense to which officers and enlisted men are put as a result of the use of 
their private automobiles in connection with the transaction of public business. Be- 
cause of the scarcity of official transportation, such use is essential in order to speed 
up the administration of a Post or Station, with the result that the owners are out of 
pocket both by reason of the deterioration of the machine and the gasoline consumed. 
The location and size of a Post or Station, and the distribution of buildings thereat, 
determine the extent to which private cars are employed. At some of them, such cars 
are engaged solely on government business, at others to a lesser extent. By and large, 
however, most of the mileage is on the account of the Government. In the case of one 
reservation, the various activities of the School demand 50 per cent of the total mile- 
age for official trips, and some officers must maintain a small car for official business 
in addition to a family car. At a Texas post, the maximum use of his car by any one 
officer is probably 800 miles per month, and the average is about 200 miles per month. 
At an Eastern post, 75 per cent of the private cars are used on post and Government 
business. At a Western post, when officers have been forced to commute in their 
private cars, the cost to each for gas and oil alone was $12 monthly. We could con- 
tinue to cite conditions at each post and station to emphasize that due to the failure of 
the Government to furnish official transporation, officers and enlisted men of the higher 
grades must have cars, and are forced to use them in the discharge of their duties. To 
quote one memorandum we have: “Officers bear this additional expense to the extent 
of lowering their standard of living and that of their families, and because their sense 
of duty requires that any personal sacrifice be made for the prompt and efficient per- 
formance of their official duties.” In the light of the facts we have gathered, and which 
we will present to the appropriate Congressional Committees, there ought to be no 
hesitancy in providing an allowance for automobiles used on official business, or at 
least in increasing pay so as to take care of this expense.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—National and international questions of broad political and military 
significance have developed as a result of the naval base recommendations of the 
Hepburn Board. Involved is the Far Eastern policy of the United States in respect 
of the Philippines, China and the Pacific. To be settled are whether the American 
people will abandon their purpose to withdraw from the Far East, as expressed in 
the enactment of the law granting independence to the Philippine Islands; whether 
if such independence become a fact, they will agree to defend those islands from at- 
tack; whether we will establish a barrier to Japanese march southward ; whether we 
will maintain the integrity of China and the open door in that country, and whether, 
through a circle of bases beginning in Alaska and sweeping across the Pacific, we will 
notify Japan that we are prepared to confine her within her present domain, Properly 
the Hepburn Board stated that these questions, political in character, were outside 
of the limits of its precept. It could only designate the points for air and submarine 
bases which would safeguard the Philippines, the continental United States and the 
Panama Canal, leaving to the policy making authorities the decision as to their es- 
tablishment. 


The Joint Army and Navy Board in 1919 recommended the establishment and 
fortification of a first class naval base at Guam. This recommendation excited Japan 
to the same extent as has the proposal of the Hepburn Board for an advance fleet 
base in Apra harbor. She feared, and still fears, that such a base would enable effective 
attack against her, cut her off from the Yap, the Caroline, Pelew and Marshall Islands, 
which she holds under mandate, menace her growing trade in the South Pacific, and 
exercise a serious influence upon her territorial and commercial activities in China 
and the East Indies. At the Washington conference in 1922, Japan came to acceptance 
of the 5-5-3 ratio in large part because of the willingness of the United States, Great 
Britain and France to maintain the status quo in the fortifications in the Pacific. 
The Japanese attitude was shown by the statement made at the time that if America 
would refrain from establishing a base at Guam, Japan would return to the League 
of Nations the Islands she held under mandate. In other words, this price was not too 
high for Japan to pay for America’s abandonment of the Guam proposal, and while 
she did not surrender the mandate, she did accept the ratio of naval strength that 
was in force up to a few years ago. Whether in the light of the revival of the proposal 
to fortify Guam (this is now postponed until 1942), and establish other Pacific bases, 
she will change her present attitude toward the protests of the United States, Great 
Britain and France as to China, and make concessions to their point of view relative 
to the integrity of and the Open Door in that country, or notify us that she will regard 
our adoption of the program as endangering her interests, doubtless is a matter of 
discussion in Tokyo. In our note to Japan regarding China, we suggested the de- 
sirability of a conference, which she was not disposed to consider. On December 31, 
1921, the United States, Japan, Great Britain and France agreed that if a controversy 
should arise out of any Pacific question, which could not be settled diplomatically, a 
joint conference should be called to which the whole subject would be referred for 
adjustment. Faced by the concern of the Democratic Powers over China, and the 
prospect of American establishment of bases in the Pacific, threatening to her security, 
the Tokyo Authorities may request such a conference. The United States would agree 
to the request, as would Great Britain and France, and if an understanding should be 
reached the development of Guam as an advanced Fleet Base would not take place. 
Should the conference fail, the base will be established, and the United States then 
will become a Far Eastern Power with all the responsibilities that state implies. 


Air Corps—Awards of contracts totaling $3,982,407.96 for Air Corps material were 
made during the last two weeks of December. Included in the total were more than 
a million and a half dollars worth of propeller assemblies and controls from the 
United Aircraft Corporation, the firm which the State Department announced this 
week as the one which failed to comply with Secretary Hull’s request not to sell to 
nations which bomb civilian populations. Also ten gasoline firms were given contracts 
for fuel totaling $2,251,890.31. 


Construction already has been started at Seott Field, IIL, to take care of the 
Headquarters, General Headquarters Air Force, now at Langley Field, Va. The 
Headquarters will move to Scott Field as soon as accommodations are completed. The 
buildings at the field are all old war time construction with the exception of about 
16 sets of non-commissioned officers’ quarters and one small barracks, so that virtually 
all new construction will be required. It is estimated that sufficient building will be 
completed by next Summer to permit the moving of the Air Force Headquarters. A 
number of contracts for construction work at Scott Field were awarded by the 
Quartermaster Corps during the last two weeks of December. They include one for 
three double, seven type 3 commanding officers, and 16 double and two single field 
officers quarters at a cost of $780,489; a general headquarters and post headquarters 
to cost $173,905; a hospital at $178,536; a fire and guard house at $48,421; railroad 
tracks at $16,980; heating plant at $417,317; and a 200-man barracks at $186,317. 
Contracts also were awarded for construction at other Air Corps posts, including an 
electric distribution system and two deep wells at Chanute Field, and a 1285-man 
barracks and a heating plant at McChord Field. 


Graduation exercises will be held at the Air Corps Training Center, Kelly Field, 
Tex., Feb. 1. There will be an aerial review at 9:30 A. M., while the exercises will 
be held in the Post Theater starting at 10:45 A. M. 


Plans are now under way for the holding of a reunion of the February, 1929 class 
which graduated from the Air Corps Advanced Flying School at Kelly Field, Texas, 
just a decade ago next month, This class—which consisted of four Regular Army 
officers and 82 Flying Cadets, Air Corps, on its day of graduation (Feb. 15, 1929)— 
has been invited by Col. Frank D. Lackland, AC, Commandant of the School, to hold 
its reunion at Kelly Field; which, incidentally, is the first reunion of its kind to be 
held there, ist Lt. William L. Lee, AC, former Chief of the Philippine Army Air 
Corps, and a member of the February, 1929 class (who is now stationed at Kelly 
Field), has charge of making all the arrangements; and from all reports the reunion 
should prove a huge success. 


The program includes the attendance of the “grads” in a body, on Wednesday, 








Feb. 1, 1939, at the graduation aerial review and ceremonies of the present class 
now undergoing instruction at Kelly Field; several short business sessions, at which 
time the election of class officers will be held; a reception; and several other very 
interesting events. 


Lieutenant Lee has been successful in locating all but 30 of the 86 members who 
graduated with him, and from all indications a large representation will arrive by 
air and other modes of transportation to attend the reunion, where it is expected that 
a geat deal of reminiscing and “hangar flying’ will be the order of the day. It 
will be interesting to note that 37 of the graduates are still in the Regular Army 
Air Corps, serving at far-flung posts throughout the United States and foreign ser- 
vice; one is now serving in the Cavalry, having transferred to that branch due to 
physical disqualification for flying; nine have lost their lives in airplane crashes 
after graduation; two resigned from the Army to pursue civilian occupations; one 
retired from the service due to injuries received in an airplane crash; four are now 
flying for Transcontinental and Western Air Transport Company ; and two are on ex- 
tended active duty as Air Corps Reserve Officers. It is believed that several are 
flying in one capacity or other in foreign countries. Lieutenant Lee is anxious to locate 
the 30 unaccounted-for members of the class, who are requested to communicate with 
him so that he may personally acquaint them with all the details of the reunion. 


So high a standard of valor and self-sacrifice has been set in previous instances 
when officers and enlisted men of the Air Corps were presented with the Cheney 
Award, that the Board of Air Corps officers appointed by Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
Chief of the Air Corps, to select the person or persons most meriting the Cheney Award 
for the year 1938, decided after most careful consideration that the award for the 
past calendar year should not be made, and that the award fund should be maintained 
in the custody of the trustee. The Cheney Award is given for the most outstanding 
act of valor or extreme fortitude or self-sacrifice in a humanitarian interest, not 
necessarily of a military nature, but which shall have been performed in connection 
with aircraft. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Continual emphasis is placed upon economy in 
the daily work of the Bureau. Much of the resultant economy is of a routine character 
and cannot be estimated, such as that resulting from scrutiny of requisitions, transfer 
of excess stocks from one station to another and utilization of used material wherever 
possible. 


In addition, the general inspectors of the Supply Corps study conditions at each 
yard or station inspected, with a view to consolidating or eliminating duties in supply, 
accounting, and disbursing departments to the fullest extent. 


To keep within the limits of the appropriation “Maintenance, Supplies and Ac- 
counts,” measures were taken in 1937, and continued in 1938 to lay increased em- 
phasis on the following: Use Government transportation for freight to the limit of 
vessels available ; Make no unnecessary shipments, and restrict all shipments to the 
cheapest means of transportation which will answer the requirements of the service ; 
Direct officers’ and enlisted men to survey their household effects with a view to ship- 
ment to new stations of only so much as is essential to their needs at such stations; 
Dispose of obsolescent material, by sale or otherwise, wherever it is located, rather 
than ship it elsewhere for disposition; Extend loading time of Navy cargo carriers, 
when possible, to avoid extra costs for overtime or Sunday work ; and instruct officers 
submitting requests for allotments of funds under this appropriation to restrict such 
requests to absolute necessities. 


A survey is being made of activities to locate any personnel or equipment which 
may be in excess of current needs, with a view to transfer to some other station 
which is inadequately manned or equipped. 


The increase in the price of fuel oil made it necessary, both in 1937 and 1938, to 
practice rigid economy in water, electric current, steam, etc., used by ships and 
chargeable to the appropriation “Fuel and transportation,” in order to reserve as 
much money as possible available for purchase of fuel oil. Similarly, it has been 
directed that every practicable economy for fuel expenditures consistent with sched- 
uled operations be exercised. 


In connection with “Pay, Subsistence, and Transportation,” market and crop 
conditions are closely followed in procuring items of provisions of a seasonal nature, 
an entire year’s supply being purchased at the appropriate time. Every precautionary 
method is followed to prevent losses of provisions. 


In the Bureau itself the Purchase Division has been reorganized to obtain greater 
flexibility, the list of bidders is being overhauled, and a standard outline of forms 
for requisitions has been adopted, all of which will result in economy of effort and a 
direct saving in office supplies. 

The study undertaken of the accounting practices in the Naval Establishment with 
a view toward obtaining a better alignment of current appropriation expenditures 
with budgetary projects has been productive of an improved procedure made effective 
July 1, 1937, relative to the accounting for expenditures on naval vessels under con- 
struction. 7 


Small Boat Design Competition—The small boat design competition, which is being 
conducted by the Navy Department, is rapidly drawing to a conclusion and final 
designs are all scheduled to be in the Navy Department by Feb. 13. No date has been 
set for announcing the winners in the contest, but officials expect to be ready to make 
the decision early in March. The Navy Department is understood to be anxious to 
begin work on pilot models of the light craft. 


Ordnance Department—The special machinery, inspection gage, and small arms 
programs of the Ordnance Department were advanced further under a number of 
contracts, totalling $647,958.83 awarded the last two weeks in December. Under the 
special machinery program contracts were let for acid nitrocellulose centrifugals, 
vertical drill press, internal grinder and a hydraulic feed surface grinder. Under the 
inspection gage program four contracts were given to as many firms for gages for 
the 75 mm gun carriage, while under the Artillery program a contract was awarded 
for control equipment and spare parts for the 37 mm automatic gun. The small 
arms program benefited by two contracts, one for control equipment and spare parts 
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for the .50 caliber machine gun, and one for flexible shaft and casing equipments. 


A new 75-man barracks will be built at the Delaware Ordnance Depot, N. J., 
under a contract awarded by the Quartermaster Corps. 


Navy Patrol Planes—In addition to Jearning the fundamentals of bombing, a great 
deal was learned in Patrol Squadron Five concerning the lowly barnacle. Last year, 
the squadron operated at Guantanamo Bay with P2Y-2’s. To protect the hull, these 
planes were coated with a heavy wax on top of the usual coating of zinc chromate 
primer and two coats of bitumastic paint. At the end of ten days, a thick coating 
of large barnacles had attached themselves to the hulls of all of the planes. They were 
so strongly attached that the only way they could be removed was by steaming and 
brushing, which ended up by making it necessary to refinish most of the hulls. This 
year, the coating of wax was omitted, and it was found that the barnacles did not 
collect as rapidly or as firmly as before. In fact, several planes had practically no 
barnacles, a few had a small number, and all of the barnacles were removed by a 
thorough washing with a fresh water hose and rubbing with a deck scrubber and rag. 


Midshipman Flight Training—Plans for Midshipmen’s Aviation Indoctrinal Flight 
Training during the spring and summer of 1939 are now being prepared. Spring 
training for the First Class (Class of ’39) will start in the latter part of March and 
continue until the middle of May. While the spring training period is no longer than 
that of previous years, the course will be more comprehensive by reason of the alloca- 
tion of two-hour drills exclusively. Last year the drills were about equally divided 
between two-hour and one-hour flights. 

Summer training for the Second Class (Class of ’41) will start on June 5 and end 
on August 31. This course will be very much the same as the one given last summer. 

The training detachment of Patrol Wing Five has furnished planes for midship- 
men’s training during the past two training seasons and will be on hand again this 
year. 


Corps of Civil Engineers—Lt. Comdr. Carl W. Porter (CEC), USN, has been ordered 
detached from duty in the Bureau of Yards and Docks, during January 1939, and to 
duty in San Juan, Puerto Rico, as Superintending Civil Engineer and representative 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, Navy Department, in connection with 
the construction of a graying dry dock for the Insular Government of Puerto Rico. 
It is anticipated that this dock will be capable of handling vessels of 10,000 tons. 


Military Medicine—Fourteen papers on the seven main topics which will constitute 
the scientific program of the Tenth International Congress of Military Medicine and 
Pharmacy have been received at the Office of the Secretary General, and most of the 
abstracts thereof have ben translatd into the official languages of the Congrss, i.e., 
English, French, German, Spanish and Italian, All of the papers and abstracts will be 
printed and distributed in book form to the official delegates by April 1. 

Maj. Gen. C. R. Reynolds, President of the Congress, has appointed a New York 
Hospitality Committee, of which Colonel Lucius Salisbury, MC, NYNG, and Vice- 
President of the Military Surgeons is the chairman, This committee will act as hosts 
to the delegates arriving at the Port of New York and also assist them in securing 
transportation to Washington. 

Numerous registrations of both official delegates and members have been re- 
ceived by the Office of the Secretary General which has, whenever requested, made 
hotel reservations. Among those who are already registered for the Congress are 
Surgeon Vice-Admiral P. A. Nicholls, Surgeon General of the British Navy, Medical 
Inspector General A. Savornin of the French Army, General A. Waldman, Surgeon 
General ef the German Army and General Stainslaw Rouppert, Surgeon General of 
the Polish Army. 

Those planning to attend the Congress are urged to communicate with the office 
of the Secretary General, Army Medical Library, Washington, D. C., as early as 
possible. 


Navy Lighter Than Air—The Navy’s lighter-than-air personnel are awaiting with 
interest the opening of bids on Feb. 2 for the construction of the new dirigible. The 
abrupt cut in size of the vessel made by the President in approving construction has 
caused no little difficulty in the design sections of the several commercial companies 
capable of building lighter-than-air ships, and although at least one bid is assured, 
there can be no forecast at the present time as to whether there will be additional 
bidders. The vessel, which will be 325 feet in length and have a capacity of one 
million cubie feet, may be either fabric or metal covered and will be used for training, 
experimental and development purposes. 


U.S. Fleet— Secretary of the Navy Swanson announced this week the schedule of the 
United States Fleet, Admiral Claude C. Bloch, USN, Commander in Chief, for the 
Period the fleet is in the Atlantic. The Fleet will arrive in the Guantanamo (Cuba)- 
Gonaives (Haiti) area on January 22 and will base on that area for operations until 
February 12. From February 13 until about March 5, the fleet will be engaged in 
Fleet Problem XX in West Indian waters and in the Atlantic Ocean east of the Lesser 
Antilles. 

Upon the conclusion of the problem, units of the fleet will visit designated 
Caribbean ports from March 6 until March 12, On March 13, the fleet will return to 
the Guantanamo-Gonaives area, for tactical, gunnery and miscellaneous exercises 
until April 10, when it will proceed to the Hampton Roads-Yorktown area, where it 
Will remain from April 15 to April 27. The Submarine Force will be at New London 
during that period. 

The fleet will arrive in New York on April 29 for a visit until May 17. It will return 
to Hampton Roads, May 18 and on May 22 sail for the San Pedro-San Diego area, 
arriving there about June 14, 1939. 


Quartermaster Corps—The Quartermaster General's office awarded, during the last 
half of December, construction contracts totaling $7,475,731. Included among the 
wards was one for the construction of a 600-man barracks at the Holabird Quarter- 
master Depot, Baltimore, Md. A contract also was awarded to the Chevrolet Division 
of the General Motors Corporation for four 1-ton trucks of the canopy express type 
at a total cost of $3,263.09. 
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Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, this week 
ordered a personnel board to be convened 
at Coast Guard Headquarters on Feb. 1, 
in accordance with the Coast Guard Per- 
sonnel law passed at the last session of 
Congress. This board will be headed by 
Capt. Stanley R. Parker, commanding offi- 
cer of the San Francisco Division, with 
Capt. William H. Munter and Capt, (BE) 
Martin A, Doyle as members. 

The. board will meet under the same 
law and regulations that the first board, 
which met last spring, convened under 
and found to be inoperative because of 
legal difficulties. 

It is not anticipated that the board will 
take any action other than to study the 
new law and make recommendations 
whereby it can be modified, or, to move 
for a redraft of certain Coast Guard regu- 
lations hampering proceedings. 

Budget Hearings 

Admiral Waesche, due to the illness of 
Comdr. Frank J. Gorman, Coast Guard 
Budget Officer, this week was forced to 
“carry the ball” himself and appear be- 
fore Budget Hearings without the aid of 
his most expert assistant. 

Coast Guard Institute 
The Coast Guard Institute is now pro- 


viding a series of correspondence courses 
for personnel of the newly created Mari- 
time Service. The courses are similar to 
those provided the regular commissioned 
and enlisted personnel of the Coast 
Guard. 


South American Cruise 

The Coast Guard Permanent Board is 
now preparing plans for a cruise to South 
America of one 827-foot cutter and one 
165-foot patrol boat, together with beach 
and rescue apparatus and one airplane, to 
demonstrate to the South American re- 
publics the work of the Coast Guard. It 
is planned to carry motion pictures for 
exhibition. This project is in line with 
recommendations of Interdepartmental 
Committee on Cooperation with the 
American Republics. Although funds 
have not yet been provided for the tour, 
it is expected that an appropriation will 
be asked at this session of Congress. 


Comdr. Farley Returns From Conference 

Comdr, J. F. Farley, Chief Communi- 
cations Officer of the Coast Guard, has re- 
turned to Washington from Montreal, 
Canada, where he attended a conference 
of American and Canadian ship owners 
in connection with the Great Lakes com- 
munications survey being conducted by 
the Federal Communications Commission. 





National Sojourners Banquet 

Before a gathering of nearly 300 who 
attended the annual banquet of the Na- 
tional Sojourners Jan. 14 in Washington, 
Assistant Secretary of War Louis John- 
son declared that it is our job today “to 
build our defenses so strong that our po- 
tential enemies will think twice, three 
times or even ten times before violating 
our rights.” 

“All patriotic Americans,” the Assistant 
Secretary said, “should rally behind him 
in his efforts toward an adequate na- 
tional defense.”

In the world of today a very serious possi- 
bility of a globe-sweeping conflagration 
exists, As sensible Americans we can not 
ighore that fact. We must not blind ourselves 
to its possible implications, For several years 
every other country has recognized the dan- 
ger of the situation, The Munich pact has 
merely dramatized and emphasized its sig- 
nificance, 

‘Today, every nation is feverishly preparing. 
The world is an armed camp. That is the 
situation as we find it. We can not afford to 
ignore it. We would be bold indeed to 
prophesy what the future may bring. 

The past, at least, is instructive. It shows 
conclusively that a bully nation set on con- 
quest always picks its spots. It never over- 
looks a chance to knock down the weak and 
the defenseless. It is always careful to avoid 
a mix-up with an equal or a superior. 

The records of the World War, made public 
in the last twenty years, contain convincing 
evidence that we in the United States were 
regarded weak, pusillanimous and unworthy 
of serious consideration as potential adversa- 
ries, Consequently, our rights were com- 
pletely ignored, 

Neither Hindenburg nor Ludendorf thought 
“that the intervention of America would be 
of much importance.” 

The German Secretary of State for the 
Navy boldly announced: 

“T consider the intervention of America to 
be worth nothing at all.” 

The Chief of the German Naval Staff went 
even further. To his Emperor on the eve of 
the intensification of submarine warfare, he 
vouched 

“I give your Majesty my word as an offi- 
cer that not one American will land on the 
continent.” 

Time later proved that our enemies had 
misealeulated our strength. Had they re- 
garded us, however, as a strong people there 
is every likelihood that they would have 
hesitated before goading us into battle and

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Pay Committee’s Report Studied by Senate Service Leaders

and allowances as Army and Navy 
Nurses; for Commissioned officers: read- 
justment of pay of lowest pay period and 
of general and flag officers and removal 
of special limitations on the pay and al- 
lowunces of the higher grades. 


Grades and Ratings 

General priority number two provides 
for a redistribution of grades and ratings. 
This concerns the army particularly and 
no legislation was submitted because it 
relutes to the numbers of grades and rat- 
ings of enlisted men of the Army and 
would be provided for in appropriation 
Acts. Under these recommendations it is 
proposed to make definite provision for 
an increased number of higher grades for 
certain key men who fill important com- 
mand positions. There is included a pro- 
vision whereby non-commissioned officers 
of the Army actually filling the office of 
first sergeant will receive the pay of the 
first grade instead of that of the second. 
Also the pay of the third grade, instead 
of that of the fourth, would be given 
Army noncommissioned officers charged 
with the duties of platoon sergeant or 
with corresponding responsibilities, 

General priority number three of the 
Committee’s recommendations provides 
for general increases in the base pay of 
enlisted men. For warrant officers and 
commissioned warrant officers it gives 
increases of 10 per cent in subsistence 
and rental allowances (as for commis- 
sioned officers) ; increases in pay for war- 
rant officers of the Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard; while commissioned 
warrant officers would benefit from the 
10 per cent increase for commissioned of- 
ficers, subject to certain limitations, 
which would be raised over the old lim- 
its. For nurses there would be a ten 
per cent increase in rental and sub- 
sistence allowances, the sume as for of- 
ficers. Commissioned officers, under Gen- 
eral Priority No. 3, would receive a ten 
per cent increase in base pay and in ren- 
tal and subsistence allowances (such 
base pay increase not to be applicable to 
first pay period or to general and flag 
officers). 

As to flying pay the committee is said 
to agree in principle with the recom- 
mendations of the Navy Department to 
limit flying pay of the higher grades, but 
it took the view that because flying per- 
sonnel receive higher pay than other per- 
sonnel it would make no specific recom- 
mendations. That subject, the commit- 
tee felt, should be made the subject of a 
sepurate study. 

Also, with respect to other matters 
not specifically treated in its report, the 
committee urged that no changes be made 
except those concerned in the committee's 
recommendations. 


Minority Report 

The minority report, signed only by the 
Navy Department's representative, sub- 
mitted no specific legislation, stating that 
drafts of such legislation would be avail- 
able at the Navy Department. It laid 
down principles providing, in general, 
that pay should be based primarily on 
grade, that it may be increased within 
each grade by one or more increments, 
thet no officer or enlisted man should re- 
ceive more pay than any in a_ higher 
grade, that allowances for officers or 
men in the same grade should be the 
same, that additional pay should be given 
for extra hazardous service, that those 
retired through no fault of their own 
should be given retired pay, that retired 
officers on active duty should be given 
the active duty pay of their grade, and 
that pay generally should be adequate to 
retain personnel of high caliber and 
ability. 


General Features 

The majority report opens with a 
statement of the facts leading to the es- 
tablishment of the board. It notes the 
existence of the Navy Department Pay 
Board and states that action was de- 
ferred on various phases of the report 
pending receipt of data from the Navy 
Department in the hope of reaching a 
unanimous agreement. This later prov- 
ing impracticable a ininority report is 





submitted herewith, it was said. In con- 
nection with this statement, the majority 
report noted that it represented a ma- 
jority of the Departments, Services and 
individuals and a vast majority of the 
personnel in war time. 

Moving on to a summary of its rec- 
ommendations, the majority then em- 
phatically opposes any drastic change in 
the essentials of the present pay system 
and declares that in general it provides 
for establishing parity in compensation 
among the enlisted men of the various 
services, plus increases for certain com- 
missioned, warrant, enlisted and nurse 
grades. By far, it was said, the greater 
part of the funds involved in the pro- 
posals would go to enlisted men. 

The report then goes into a discussion 
of the proper basis for Service pay and 
touches on the various economic theories 
of compensation. Speaking of theory of 
pay based on service rendered, it states 
that such a doctrine applied to the Ser- 
vices would bankrupt the Treasury. Pay 
on a basis conducive to efficiency and 
contentment is agreed upon as the proper 
rule. 

Referring to the dispute which was 
the principal block to a unanimous re- 
port, the majority reject the doctrine of 
pay based on rank as fallacious, and 
argue that basing pay on experience is 
the only practical method in the Services. 

The need of providing «allowances 
separate from pay is then urged, espe- 
cially in regard to dependent allowances. 

Discussing retired pay, the report 
urges that retired personnel be given the 
benefit of increases in the active pay 
rates, 

Reviewing the 1922 Pay Act, the Board 
finds it fundamentally sound, with only 
adjustments necessary. Principal among 
these, it is said, is the need of relieving 
the present disparity as to enlisted men 
of the Army. 

The 1929-1980 Pay Reports were 
criticized: (1) us not being satisfactory 
to all Services and agreed upon only so 
that a unanimous report could be made, 
(2) not dealing with the disparity of en- 
listed pay. 

Going into the cost of living, the Board 
reported that in comparison with 1908 
when the present basic pay-law was en- 
acted, the 1938 dollar is worth only 61 
cents. 

Commissioned Officers 

The majority report, under the heading 
of commissioned officers, recounts that 
since 1908 the increase in base pay, lon- 
gevity pay, and allowances, has averaged 
22 per cent. This has been distributed as 
4% for major generals, nothing for brig- 
adier generals, 13% for colonels, 24% for 
lieutenant colonels, 21% for majors, 31% 
for captains, 19% for first lieutenants, 
and only 2% for second lieutenants. 

The committee states that the increase 
of $300 per year recommended for the 
base pay of the first pay period is be- 
lieved adequate for present purposes and 
that therefore officers in that group are 
not included in the recommendations for 
the general pay increase included in 
priority No. 2. 

Present limitations on the total pay 
and allowances, the committee contends 
are inequitable and should be removed. 
The combined influences of present limi- 
tations and of the income tax have the 
effect, it is asserted, of preventing any 
actual pay increase in the case of many 
officers entering the sixth pay period. 
This inequity is pointed out as being par- 
ticularly bad in the case of brigadier 
generals, who received no pay increase 
under the 1922 act. Removal of these re- 
strictions, as recommended, would give 
major generals an increase of $178.08 a 
year; brigadier generals, $378.00; colo- 
nels and lieutenant colonels of the sixth 
pay period not occupying public quarters, 
$678.00; lieutenant colonels of the sixth 
pay period occupying public quarters, 
$249.96 ; majors of the fifth pay period not 
occupying public quarters, $147.00; and 
retired lieutenant colonels of the sixth 
pay period, $187.56. 

As for general officers and flag officers 
the committee holds that by every stand- 
ard, whether of merit, responsibility, or 
grade they are entitled not only to re- 





moval of existing limitations on their pay 
and allowances, but also to an adjust- 
ment of their compensation to accord with 
actual conditions. In support of the rec- 
ommendation for increases for major gen- 
erals and brigadier generals the commit- 
tee points out that base pay is still that of 
1908, that they receive no longevity pay, 
that the pay of corresponding civil offi- 
cers of high grade has been greatly in- 
creased since 1908, and that in foreign 
armed services corresponding grades re- 
ceive considerably higher than the next 
grade below them. Accordingly it is rec- 
ommended, in first priority, that the base 
pay of brigadier generals be increased by 
$1500 and that of major generals by 
$1000, making the differential between 
the two and between the brigadier gen- 
eral and his next junior $1500. Thus 
the maximum compensation where quar- 
ters are furnished to general and flag offi- 
cers with dependents would be (present 
value of allowances considered) : major 
generals $9,432 and brigadier generals, 
$7,932. Where quarters are not furnished 
it would amount to: major generals, $10,- 
872 and brigadier generals, $9,372. 

Priority number two under the recom- 
mendations for commissioned officers 
would give a general increase of ten per 
cent in rental and subsistence allowances 
of all officers and a corresponding increase 
in the base pay of all except general and 
flag officers and those drawing the pay of 
the first pay period. It is asserted that 
this is much less than the increases rec- 
ommended for the enlisted men and also 
much less than would be justifiable in 
view of the increase in the cost of living, 
but the committee declares that it is the 
minimum which it believes should be 
granted under present conditions, 

The committee contends that its pro- 
gram provides greater increases than do 
the minority proposals of the Navy for all 
grades except first lieutenant, colonel, and 
general officers. The majority program, it 
is said, will give reasonable increases in 
retired pay without involving the costs 
inevitable under the minority proposals. 
Further weight on grade, as recommended 
in the minority report, the committee 
says, would be particularly harmful and 
unfair to the thousands of war veterans 
among the officers of the Army, would 
quadruple the existing disparity between 
Army promotion list officers and corre- 
sponding officers of officer services as com- 
pared to navy officers, and triple the dis- 
parity in favor of Army non-promotion 
list officers over those of the promotion 
list. The committee makes a vigorous de- 
fense of the principles of the existing pay 
system as against the pay-in-grade as 
recommended in the Navy’s minority re- 
port. 


Enlisted Men 

In its discussion of enlisted pay sched- 
ules, the committee points out that the 
average pay of the sailor, on the basis of 
the fiscal year 1937, was nearly 90 per 
cent greater than that of the soldier, and 
that the Navy with some 60,000 fewer men 
than the Army, spent about $7,000,000 
more than the Army for their pay. Even 
when the clothing allowance is included 
in the comparison, it is stated, the aver- 
age pay of the soldier in 1938 was $509.63 
as compared to $881.95 for the Navy. 

Corrective action should be taken, the 
report states, to equalize in all Services 
the base pay of the 4th, 5th and 6th en- 
listed grades. The committee adopted for 
the Army and Marine Corps a suggestion 
of the Navy’s representative that re- 
cruits, after their training period is fin- 
ished, be advanced from $21 to $30 a 
month, thus establishing an additional 
pay grade for the trained soldier and ma- 
rine. The private first class would go to 
the 6th pay grade and draw base pay at 
$36. 

Parity as among the services, the com- 
mittee says, as well as justice to the indi- 
viduals, requires that specialists be 
granted longevity increases not only on 
their base pay but also on their specialist 
pay. Also the retired pay of specialists 
should be based on their total pay and not 
on their base pay alone, the committee 
states. 

In the matter of clothing allowances, 
the Navy representative sought a uniform 





clothing bounty, or, preferably, the aboli- 
tion of clothing money allowances, add- 
ing their value to the pay. The Coast 
Guard, dissatisfied with its present cloth- 
ing system (identical with the Navy’s) 
sought a clothing money allowance like 
that of the Army. The committee agreed 
with the Coast Guard. 

Second priority for enlisted men con- 
cerns grades and ratings for the Army. 
It would provide additonal first sergeants, 
so that non-commissioned officers actually 
filling the office of first sergeant would 
receive the pay of the first grade instead 
of that of the second. Additional platoon 
sergeants and corresponding non-commis- 
sioned officers also would be provided, 
giving the pay of the third grade instead 
of the fourth to Army non-coms charged 
with the duties of platoon sergeant or 
corresponding responsibilties. In addi- 
tion, priority No. 2 includes provision for 
a redistribution of other grades and rat- 
ings for the Army based on current needs 
as represented by the chiefs of the arms 
and services and reflecting the trends in 
modernization. Further study is being 
made on this subject, the report states. 

The third priority for enlisted men 
gives general pay increases after the 
preceding priorities have been granted, 
These involve no change for the first 
grade, it being maintained that the maxi- 
mum longevity increase would be raised 
from 25 to 40 per cent under the first 
priority thus giving these long-service 
men a material pay increase by that 
method. In the second, third and fourth 
grades, however, increases are provided 
as follows: second grade: a raise from 
$84 to $96; third grade, a raise from $72 
to $78; and fourth grade, a raise from 
$60 to $69. The committee believes these 
increases would bridge the present gap 
between the pay of the first and second 
grades, and make corresponding adjust- 
ments in the third and fourth grades. No 
increase over that in priority one is pro- 
vided for the remaining grades. 

To keep specialists’ pay in step with the 
base pay of the several grades, the com- 
mittee recommends in priority three an 
increase of $9 for the first, second, and 
third classes, and an increase of $6 for 
the fourth, fifth, and sixth class special- 
ists. 

The committee noted that its recom- 
mendations for giving general pay raises 
for enlisted men a third priority met with 
objections from the Navy which would 
not benefit under priorities one and two, 
The majority report, however, contended 
that to give increases to the Navy before 
removing or reducing the disparities 
with the other services would not be 
justified. 

Reenlistment Allowance 

The committee notes the suspension of 
the reenlistment allowance and comments 
that it deprives the men of this additional 
sum on the grounds that economic condi- 
tions would force them to reenlist any- 
way, which it holds is an injustice. It is 
urged that unless adequate provision is 
made for the pay and allowances of en- 
listed men that the enlistment allowance 
be reestablished at an early date. 

Warrant Officers 

While pointing out the differences be- 
tween the warrant officer systems in the 
services, and commenting that Congress 
has provided more generously for those 
services having the “commissioned” war- 
rant grades than it has for the Army, the 
committee makes no specific recommenda- 
tion for the establishment of an addi- 
tional pay grade for Army warrant offi- 
cers, holding that this would involve great 
changes in the procurement, assignment 
and duties of the grade. A study of this 
subject is now underway in the War De- 
partment, it was said. 

It is recommended that warrant officers 
of the Army be given the same extension 
in longevity pay as that recommended for 
enlisted men, that is to raise the max! 
mum from 25 to 40 per cent of the base 
pay. It also recommends that Army war- 
rant officers be given the allowances of 
the second instead of the first pay grade. 

For the Army mine planter service 1 
creases in the base-pay rates are recom- 
mended, more especially as to those of the

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second mate and assistant engineer. 

Warrant officers are also included in 
the 10 per cent increase in rental and sub- 
sistence allowances recommended under 
priority two for commissioned officers. 

For the Navy, Marine Corps, and the 
Coast Guard Warrant and commissioned 
warrant officers the committee believes 
compensation in general is adequate, but 
recommends longevity increases for war- 
rant officers as follows: over 16 years’ 
service an increase of $7.50 a month; over 
20 years, $15 increase; over 24 years, 
$22.50 increase, and over 28 years, $30 in- | 
crease. As a second priority the commit- | 
tee would increase base and longevity pay 
over existing scales as follows: less than 
six years service, $15 additional; over six 
years, $18 additional; over 12 years, $15; 
over 16 years, $23.40; over 20 years, 
$31.80, over 24 years, $40.20, and over 28 
years $48.60. 

Commissioned warrant officers would 
benefit from the recommendations with 
respect to the pay of commissioned offi- 
cers of the second, third and fourth peri- 
ods. In addition it would increase the 
existing limitations on the pay of com- | 
missioned warrants so as to attain the | 
following figures: less than three years’ 
commissioned service, to $3,474: over 
three years’ commissioned service, $38,554 ; 
over six years, $3,696; over nine and less 
than 10 years, $3,804 ; all others, $5,500. 

Flying Pay 

The committee recommends that flying 
pay be made the subject of separate 
studies. The committee agreed in princi- 
ple with the proposals of the Navy De- 
partment that a limitation be placed on 
flying pay for the higher grades, stating 
that the present compensation for flying 
by officers of the higher grades is all out 
of proportion to the proper hazard in- 
volved. However, it was felt that the sub- 
ject of flying pay is so complex that to 
include it in the general report might re- 
sult in a postponement of action. This 
situation the committee sought to avoid, 
holding that its consideration could well 
be delayed because it involves personnel 
already better compensated than other 
service personnel. 





Minority Report 

The Navy representative, in submitting 
his minority report, which embodies the 
principles of the Sadler Board report 
drawn up for the House Naval Commit- 
tee, pointed out that while his report is 
termed a minority report he actually rep- 
resents two officer services and two en- 
listed men services, comprising 43 per 
cent of the officers concerned in the pay 
schedules and 42 per cent of the enlisted 
men. 

The minority report contends that 
modifications of the 1922 pay act would 
not be satisfactory because the Navy be- 
lieves its principles to be erroneous. The 
report then quotes principles from the 
Navy Department Pay Board of Dec. 1, 
1938, which hold that pay should be based 
primarily on grade, that being construed 
as the value returned to the Nation. 
However, minor variations within each 
grade as experience and responsibilities 
within the grades increase is recognized, 
80 the Navy would permit increases with- 
in each grade by one or more increments, 
but not to such extent as to permit any 
officer or enlisted man to receive more 
than any other in a higher grade. Also 
the minority report would have no basic 
differences in allowances of officers or en- 
listed men of the same grade, thus 
abolishing the greater compensation for 
those with dependents. 

The Navy proposals provide for allow- 
ances at a flat rate of 25 per cent of the 
active duty pay except when occupying 
Fovernment quarters ashore. Their recom- 
mendations would give ensigns during 
their first two years a pay of $1,500 or 
$1,875 with allowances; ensigns after two 
years $2,000 or $2,500 with allowances; 
lieutenants (junior grade) $3,000 or $3,- | 
(0 with allowances; lieutenants $4,000 
or $5,000 with allowances; lieutenant 
commanders, $5,000 or $6,250 with allow- 
ances; commanders $6,000 or $7,500 with 
allowances ; captains $7,200 or $9,000 
With allowances: rear admirals (lower 
half) $8,400 or $10,500 with allowances; 
rear admirals (upper half) $9,600 or $12,- 





000 with allowances; vice admirals (tem- 
porary grade) $10,800 or $13,500 with 
allowances; and admirals (temporary 
grade) $12,000 or $15,000 with allow- 
ances. 

In addition the pay in the grades of 
lieutenant to captain, inclusive, would be 
increased by $300 for each four years’ 
service in grade, not to exceed two such 
increases, 

In commenting on the minority recom- 
mendations, the majority report said it 
rejected the officer scale sought by the 
Navy because it believed it to be too ex- 
pensive both in peace and war. Further 
the majority commented that the pro- 
posed system would penalize long-service 
officers who are forced to retire in lower 
grades through no fault of their own. 





National Defense Program 
(Continued from First Page) 
$5,000,000 for dredging and other opera- 

tions of a primary nature at Guam. 

Prospects of a controversy over the 
functions of the Army and Navv in de 
fending the cousts of the United States 
and the outlying appears 
likely in view of the duplication between 
the two services in their recommenda 
tions for air bases. Both the Army and 
Navy proposed bases in Puerto Rieo, in 
Alaska, and in the southeastern section 
of the United States. The Army also 
asked for a base in New England, while 
a naval air base was proposed for the 
same section in the Hepburn report, al- 
though not of first priority. Both ser 
vices asked expansion of the air bases in 
Hawaii and Panama. The Army believes 
that where naval air fields are contem- 
plated for coastal defense as home sta- 
tions for bombers, they constitute a dupli- 
cation of Army plans and an infringe- 
ment on Army Air Corps duties. 

General Arnold in explaining the pro- 
visions of the $300,000,000 air fund in the 
President’s program said that about 
$170,000,000 would be devoted to the pro- 
curement of new airplanes which would 
provide us about 8,000 additional new 
planes, of which nearly 1600 would be 
combat types. Some $62,000,000 of this 
fund would be devoted to construction at 
existing stations and to the building of 
five new air bases. About $33,000,000 
would be devoted to personnel, raising 
the strength of the Air Corps by about 
2.200 additional officers and adding 
slightly more than 25,000 enlisted men 
which would include 1200 flying cadets. 
This force of officers and men represents 
the minimum requirements to provide 
combat and maintenance crews and op- 
erating personnel for the 3,537 operat- 
ing planes the Army Air Corps would 
then have. Meeting this personnel in- 
crease requires the enlargement of our 
Air Corps technical schools at Rantoul, 
Ill., and Denver, Colo., he said. 

The sum of $3,000,000 for additional 
expenditure for experimental develop- 
ment and research is contained in this 
program. 

General Arnold pointed out that the 
program also calls for additional organ- 
izational equipment to outfit the 37 new 
squadrons, an increase of about $3,000,000 
in maintenance and $7,000,000 for in- 
structional equipment and payment for 
civil instruction, and a considerable in- 
crease for bombs and bomb storage. 

The Chief of Air Corps advised the 
Committee that two other vital interests 
in national air defense would be served 
by the accomplishment of the new pro- 
gram as provided in the Supplemental 
Estimate. 


Would Raise Retired Allowance 
Representative Izac, D. of Calif., on 

Jan, 19 introduced four bills to aid re- 

tired personnel of the Armed Services. 

Two of the measures would increase 
the allowances of retired enlisted men 
to $30 a month. Another would provide 
that no charge or deduction in pay be 
levied against a retired enlisted man 
while hospitalized or domiciled in an 
Army or Navy hospital or in the Soldiers 
or Naval Homes. 

Another measure would allow all re- 
tired officers and enlisted men to receive 
hospitalization in any Army or Navy 
hospital. 
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Details of AA, Coast Defense 
Program 

Details of the special defense program 
laid before the House Military Commit- 
tee, Jan. 19, by ranking General Staff offi- 
cers, made it evident that the United 
States and its possessions would be made 
reasonably secure against attack from the 
air or sea, 

Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, declared that while the 
United States now “compared badly” 
with other nations as to its anti-aircraft 
defense, enactment of the present program 
would provide a “fair” degree of such pro- 
tection and all that was desired under the 
“balanced” plan proposed by the War De- 
partment. Brig. George V. Strong, Assis- 
tant Chief of Staff in charge of War 
Plans, also appeared before the commit- 
tee io explain the seacoast defense fea- 
tures of the program. 

Under the funds appropriated in the 
regular War Department budgets for 
1989 and 1940 and in the special fund 
proposed in the President’s message, Gen 
eral Marshall stated, full equipment will 
be provided for the existing 15 anti-air- 
eraft regiments (five in Regular Army 
and ten in the National Guard) and guns 
and direction finders and most of the 
equipment will be provided for the other 
19 regiments deemed necessary under war 
plans for the defense of the United States. 
Full equipment will be provided for five 
regiments in addition to the fifteen in ser 
vice, and early organization of these in 
the National Guard was urged, 

General Marshall said that no addi- 
tional personnel will be provided for the 
Army outside of the Air Corps other than 
the personnel mentioned in the Presi- 
dent’s message to provide better protec- 
tion for the Panama Canal. The new units 
to be created for the latter purpose will be 
only half manned, he said. 

One of the principal items in the new 
program, the Deputy Staff Chief said, is 
to substitute the new 37 mm. gun for the 
50 cal. machine gun now used in anti- 
aircraft regiment in the fifteen existing 
regiments and nineteen regiments for 
which no active personnel are available. 
Personnel for the latter could be made 
available in an emergency in from a week 
to two months’ time, it was said. 

Urging that the President’s message be 
approved in its entirety, General Marshall 
said that “any war in the future will at 
least start in the air and therefor we 
should have the air and anti-aircraft per- 
sonnel and material actually in service on 
the first day. Nine million dollars is pro- 
vided in the special fund for anti-aircraft 
from among the 110 millions for materiel. 

Explaining provisions for enhanced 
‘anama Canal defense, General Strong 
said that there would be 39 seacoast gun 
batteries, three submarine mine projects, 
29 anti-aireraft gun batteries, 107 anti- 
aircraft searchlights, and 160 anti-air- 
craft machine guns. Only half of the per 
sonnel will be provided, however, he said. 

Two members of the committee 
Thomason and Faddis—wanted to know 
if the President's program did not over- 
emphasize aviation, and General Mar- 
shall assured them that he considered it 
to be “balanced, logical and sound.” 

Members of the committees asked as to 
effectiveness of anti-aircraft as shown in 
the Spanish and Chinese wars. The Army 
witnesses testified that no conclusive re- 
sults were obtainable from the operations 
in either conflicts. In Spain, it was said, 
with small air forces on either side, about 
half of the airplane losses were from 
anti-aircraft fire and half from combat 
airplanes. In China, it was pointed out, a 
major air force was opposed by a weak 
air force and weak anti-aircraft. While 
about 30 per cent of the Japanese air 
losses were due to anti-aircraft, it was 
said that this was not a fair test due to 
the inferiority of most of the Chinese 
guns and operators. At Canton, however, 
it was said, one Germany battery ac 
counted for 60 per cent of the Japanese 
losses, 

General Marshall stated that in the 
past 15 years, the efficiency of anti-air 
craft has increased more than 500° per 
cent. Good equipment, auxiliaries, and 
highly trained personnel is necessary for 
it to be operated efficiently, he declared 
Turning to coast defenses, the Deputy 
said that he wanted to emphasize one 





point—that where installations are 
started they should be made absolutely 
complete for otherwise they are not ef- 
fective. 

General Strong then gave the break- 
down of the $6,539,000 coast defense pro- 
gram proposed in the President's message. 
Under it, he said, $1,547,000 will be pro- 
vided for Panama, $1,105,000 for Hawaii; 
$1,394,000 for the Pacific Coast, and §$2,- 
500,000 for the Atlantic Coast. The latter, 
he said, provided for beginning work on 
two new major projects and improving 
other locations. 

Questioned as to need for all-weather 
roads in the Canal Zone, General Strong 
said that $200,000 was provided in the 
1940 budget, a like amount in the special 
fund, while a total of $1,100,000 would be 
required to complete the program, 





Nat. Guard Cavalry Divisions 


Secretary of War Woodring, has issued 
a directive to the Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau, Maj. Gen. Albert H. 
Blanding, to activate certain units in 
three National Guard Divisions, utilizing 
certain existing units and providing for 
the formation of the additional units 
necessary to complete the divisional re- 
organizations, 

The divisions and the states in which 
component parts are located follow: 

The 21st Cavalry Division comprises 
the 5ist and 59th Cavalry Brigades. The 
fist Cavalry Brigade is located in New 
York and comprises the 101st Cavalry 
and the 121st Cavalry. The 50th Cavalry 
Brigade comprises the 102d Cavalry of 
New Jersey and the 110th Cavalry, units 
of which are located in Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, In order to complete 
the organization of the 21st Cavalry 
Division, the following units have been 
allotted by the War Department under 
increases provided in National Guard 
strength by the last Congress: to New 
York—Division Headquarters and Divi- 
sion Headquarters Troop, and the Divi- 
sion Signal Troop; to New Jersey—the 
Headquarters Troop of the 59th Cavalry 
Brigade and the 165th Field Artillery 
(less the Ist Battalion) ; and to Massa- 
chusetts—-the Headquarters of the 121st 
Armored Car Squadron, 

The 22d Cavalry Division comprises 
the 52d and 54th Cavalry Brigades, the 
S2d Cavalry Brigade, all units of which 
are located in Pennsylvania, comprises 
the 103d Cavalry and the 104th Cavalry. 
The 54th Cavalry Brigade comprises the 
107th Cavalry of Ohio and the 123d 
Cavalry of Kentucky. The 22d Cavalry 
Division is allotted by the War Depart- 
ment increases as follows: to Pennsyl- 
vania Division Headquarters and 
Troop A of the 126th Engineer Squad- 
ron; to Ohio—the 122d Armored Car 
Squadron. 

The 24th Cavalry Division, already 
organized, and commanded by Maj. Gen. 
William K. Herndon, comprises the 57th 
and OSth Cavalry Brigades, located in 
Colorado, Idaho, lowa, Kansas, Washing: 
ton and Wyoming. This Division has 
been allotted the following additional 
units: to Ilowa—the Signal Troop and 
Headquarters Troop of the 57th Cavalry 
Brigade; to Wyoming—the 124th Ar- 
mored Car Squadron; and to Idaho—the 
‘Headquarters Troop of the 58th Cavalry 
Brigade. 

All the units which are to be newly 
constituted will be motorized.

Regular Army Reserve 


The War Department issued the fol- 
lowing announcement this week entitled 
“Qualifications for Regular Army Re- 
serve Liberalized” : 

The War Department announces that cer 
tain qualifications for enrollment in the Reg- 
ular Army Reserve have been liberalized in 
order to accelerate the attainment of the au- 
thorized strength of 75,000, 

Previously, only unmarried ex-enlisted men 
were accepted and then only if they enrolled 
within 3 years of the date of discharge and 
were less than 36 years of age. The new Iin- 
structions will permit married men to enroll 
at any time following their honorable dis- 
charge provided they are still less than 36 
years old and physically qualified, Their 
service in the Regular Army must have been 
for a period of at least one year's continuous 
service in order to make them eligible. 

This reserve was authorized by the 75th 
Congress and is considered one of the very 
important steps which is being taken to 
establish our defenses on a sound, workable 
basis. 

In the reserve those ex-enlisted men are en- 
rolled who voluntarily desire that the ad- 
vantage of their training should be made 
available to their country in case of an emer- 
gency. 

The reserve is of vital importance because 
Regular Army units must be ready for instant 
duty in an emergency, and the required ex- 
pansion of organizations from peace to war 
strength by the assimilation of untrained 
men would seriously weaken their effective- 
ness. The Regular Army Reserve provides 
for this contingency. 

No actual military duty is required of 
those who are accepted, While on this in- 
active status in the Reserve, each man will 
receive an enlistment allowance of $24.00 a 
year, payable quarterly. If called to active 
duty during an emergency declared by the 
President, the Reservist would receive an im- 
mediate cash allowance of $3.00 for each month 
he has been enlisted in the Reserve with a 
top limitation of $150. 

These instructions have been sent to all 
recruiting stations where former enlisted 
men less than 36 years old with honorable 
discharges from the Regular Army may now 
be enlisted. Enlistment periods are for four 
years and a Reservist may be re enlisted pro- 
vided the age limitation has not been reached 
and he is still physically qualified,

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Ask Purchasing Authority 


Secretary of War Woodring in a letter 
to Congress this week submitted a bill 
“to authorize the purchase of equipment 
and supplies for experimental and test 
purposes, which the war department pre- 
sents for the consideration of the Con- 
gress with a view toward its enactment 
into law.” 

“Considerable time is lost in the devel- 
opment of materiel under the provisions 
of existing law,” said Mr. Woodring’s 


letter. “Legislation in accordance with 
the enclosed draft would facilitate the 
procurement of ordnance, signal and 


chemical warfare equipment and supplies 
required for experimental or test pur- 
poses and enable the war department to 
take advantage to a much greater extent 
of the research facilities of industry. 
While this bill would permit the procure 
ment of such equipment and supplies 
without regard to the provisions of sec- 
tion 3709, revised statutes, nevertheless, 
it is the intent of the war department 
that the procurement would be as the 
result of negotiation and the most favor- 
abie price would be obtained. lFurther- 
more, time, which is an essential element 
in the development of materiel for the 
national defense, would be saved and the 
best types of equipment and supplies pro- 
cured. It should be noted that the 
language of this proposed bill specifically 
limits the intended procurement to ma- 
teriel and supplies required for experi- 
mental and test purposes.” 


Secretary of War Woodring also asked 
Congress to pass bill authorizing procure- 
ment, Without advertising, of certain air- 
craft parts and instruments or aeronau- 
tical accessories. He said that similar 
authorization previously was granted to 
ordnance and signal corps, and it is de- 
sired to extend to air, “since there is at 
the present time an urgent need to pur- 
chase in quantity certain special aircraft 
instruments, veronautical accessories and 
parts, the characteristics of which 
should remain secret.”

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Naval Reserve Convention 


The 20th Annual Convention of the 
United States Naval Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation concluded its meeting in Wash- 
ington last week with a note of closer 
cooperation with the Navy Department 
and a fuller training program for mem- 
bers of the Organized Naval Reserve. 

Presenting his views as being purely his 
own and not those of the Navy Depart- 
ment, Capt. Felix X. Gygax, USN, Direc- 
tor of Naval Reserve of the Navy Depart- 
ment, attended the sessions of the Con- 
vention to give the delegates his views on 
various proposals and resolutions offered. 
The majority of the delegates from the 
several Naval Reserve Districts came to 
the convention instructed to present reso- 
lutions for the approval of the national 
body, and 42 resolutions were submitted 
to the Committee on Resolutions for ap- 
proval. Of the 42 resolutions, 19 were 
approved by the committee and 25 were 
disapproved, A major point was raised 
when the Committee on Resolutions ad- 
vocated the consideration of only those 
recommendations which the committee 
had approved, and with Lt. Comdr. M,. R. 
Wortley, USNR, carrying the fight, it was 
agreed that all of the resolutions sug- 
gested be considered, 

Captain Gygax, in his address to the 
first session of the convention did not dis- 
cuss the Naval Reserve Act of 1938 at 
length, confining his remarks to a more 
generalized discussion of the relationship 
between the Navy and the Naval Reserve. 
He declared that the Navy Department, 
in attempting to work out the “kinks” in 
the new law, was making every effort to 
assure that the Naval Reserve will receive 
full opportunity to comment on the new 
regulations promulgated under the law. 
Captain Gygax attributed a great deal of 
the delay that has occurred in revising 
the Naval Reserve section of the Naval 
Regulations to intra-departmental pro- 
cedure necessary to arrival at important 
decisions. 

Concerning the new Naval Reserve 
medal, Captain Gygax said that, though it 
was not of a design completely acceptable 
to the Naval Reserve, the decision of the 
Fine Arts Commission had been the domi- 
nating factor. He also said that funds 
would not be available before 1941 for 
the casting and award of the authorized 
medals. 

Captain Gygax also pointed out that 
the new Naval Reserve law makes pos- 
sible the employment of Naval Reserve 
officers, who are technicists, by the vari- 
ous bureaus of the Navy Department, 
their compensation to come from the 
budgets of those bureaus and not to be 
charged to the Naval Reserve. This inno- 
vation, he said, gives active training to a 
number of officers without increasing the 
burden on the budget of the Naval Re- 
serve. 

Concerning the Naval Reserve training 
problem, Captain Gygax said, “We are 
only kidding ourselves if we have people 
on the rolls who have no training and 
who have had no opportunity for training 
and we have been spending every effort 
during the past year to improve, as far as 
it has been within our capabilities, the 
training afforded the Naval Reserves.” 

He went on to say that, “In line with 
that we have reorganized the Division of 
Naval Reserves in the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion and have formally established a 
training section of that division in order 
to emphasize, in so far as the diagram- 
matic set-up of the division work is con- 
cerned, the fact that training is of the 
utmost importance,” 

Captain Gygax touched briefly on the 
questions of training instructions, rating 
courses and the inability of the Naval Re- 
serve Section to impress on the Bureau of 
Navigation the necessity for immediate 
extension of the rating courses. Speaking 
of the organization of the Naval Reserve, 
he discussed the problems involved in 
changing the organization from one of 
separate deck and engineer divisions to 
one of mixed divisions, saying, “That was 
rather a blow to some of you because it 
did not fit into the local picture so well 
and resulted in a great deal of trouble 
or conflict. But it seemed that that was 
the thing that needed to be done; it was 
the proper thing to do from the stand- 
point of the good of the Navy.” 

Captain Gygax, said that the adoption 





of the division organization rather than 
the battalion organization, while ad- 
mittedly a “disturbing factor in training,” 
was arrived at after mature considera- 
tion as to the greatest good for mobiliza- 
tion requirements. 

He discussed the lectures furnished the 
Naval Reserve by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, and urged closer attention to the 
prepared essays. Citing his own personal 
case, Captair. Gygax commented that the 
regular Navy did not come into close 
enough contact with the Naval Reserve to 
appreciate ics problems. “That is one of 
the reasons,” he declared, “why I myself 
am very strong on the idea that the Naval 
Reserves should be handled by the regu- 
lar Navy und come under the regular, 
ordinary every-day routine work just as 
any other part of the work comes along 
because it will inevitably bring to their 
attention the Naval Reserves and will 
help them to fit into the picture.” 

Returning to the training problem, 
Captain Gygax stated, “At the present 
time a volunteer Naval Reserve officer has 
mathematically one chance in 25 to get 
two weeks’ training, that is, to get it with 
pay.” He continued, “That is utterly ab- 
surd. It is not a drop in the bucket; it 
does not get you anywhere. We are striv- 
ing to arrange to allow one in four, that 
is, that one in four might expect training 
during the year.” 

At the conclusion of his address, the 
convention extended a vote of thanks to 
Captain Gygax. 

The afternoon of the opening day of 
the two-day convention, held Friday and 
Saturday, Jan. 13 and 14, was devoted 
to routine business of the meeting, to- 
gether with an explanation of the new 
regulations by Capt. J. A. Schofield, 
USNR. Lt. Comdr. Robert A. VanVoorhis, 
USNR, presented a report on the financial 
condition of the organization. In the re- 
port of the membership committee, the 
fact was stressed that the NROA was de- 
ficient in membership mainly because of 
the feeling among Naval Reserve officers 
that the Navy Department is not sympa- 
thetic with Naval Reserve problems, Lt. 
Harry A. Barrett, chairman of the mem- 
bership committee, reported that the as- 
sociation now has 1750 members. 

Among the resolutions approved by the 
Convention were the following: that 
C. V. 8. officers and enlisted personnel 
should not be ordered to summer training 
on their first tour of duty ; that the Naval 
Reserve Register be compiled and pub- 
lished annually; that the Naval and. Ma- 
rine Corps in Washington be completed ; 
that Naval Reserve officers and men be 
granted insignia corresponding to that of 
the regular Navy for firing prescribed 
courses in Naval gunnery practice: that 
Reservists of the Ninth Naval District be 
cruised on salt water; that obsolete ves- 
sels assigned to the duty of cruising 
Naval Reservists on the Great Lakes be 
replaced by modern construction; that 
Naval Reservists be permitted to assist in 
the event of emergency, such as flood, fire, 
ete,, In the same manner as the National 
Guard, 

The NROA convention also voted ap- 
proval of a resolution outlining the policy 
of the association, the only innovation of 
which was a section calling for “An ar- 
rangement whereby not to exceed 10 per 
cent of all officers and enlisted men of the 
Organized and Volunteer Reserve may be 
ordered to active duty with pay to the 
specialists’ schools maintained for the 
regular Navy.” 

A resolution was passed to set the Fort 
Green Park cemetery apart as a national 
shrine because of the number of sailors 
who died in the Revolutionary War who 
are buried there. The resolutions that 
were disapproved by the Resolutions Com- 
mittee were then read, but no action other 
than referring them for further study was 
taken. 

The question of printing the Naval Re- 
serve Register was brought up, and Cap- 
tain Gygax informed the convention that 
it would require $5,500 to do this, which 
the Navy Department could not furnish 
because of budget limitations. The exec- 
utive council of the NROA will make a 
further study of this. 

The election of officers for the ensuing 
year was the next important move of the 
convention, and the following slate was 
announced : Comdr. Nelson W. Pickering,

perhaps never would have disregarded our 

rights. 

It is our job today to build our defenses so 
strong that our potential enemies will think 
twice, three times or even ten times before 
violating our rights and perhaps give up the 
thought entirely rather than risk possible 
defeat. The President has launched a drive to 
strengthen our defenses. He is insisting on a 
Navy second to none. He is demanding an 
Army small in size, compact in organization, 
fully equipped with the best of modern arms 
and capable of expansion to meet any grave 
emergency. All patriotic Americans should 
rally behind him in his efforts toward an ade 
quate national defense. 

At present, our Army is not prepared to 
defend America, It requires airplanes of every 
type, skilled operators to fly them, trained 
combat crews to man them, experienced me 
chanics to maintain them, efficient equipment 
to protect them and ample bases to support 
them. We need tanks and machine guns in 
greater quantity and of better performance. 
We must augment our new semi-automatic 
shoulder rifles which the world regards as the 
peer in small arms. We must add antiaircraft 
guns. We must streamline our infantry and 
cavalry divisions, We must build up our re 
serves of munitions, We must fortify our 
selves against the possibility of shortages in 
an emergency, We must build up a reserve 
supply of our military needs. With such a 
physical reserve on hand, there would be no 
need in an emergency to disloeate industry's 
normal services. Instead of rushing madly 
into war production upon the declaration of 
“a grave emergency, industry would have time 
to convert our factories into arsenals and to 
go into manufacture of war items in a logical 
and orderly manner. 

It is not pleasant to report shertcomings in 
national defense. How IL wish that I eould 
paint you a brighter picture! But the facts, 
fellow-Sojourners, would be against me. 

After one of my broadcasts several weeks 
ago, a retired officer of one of our armed 
services turned to me and, after remarking 
favorably on the general tone and context of 
my plea for increased national defense, said 
he had one fault to find with me. 

“What was that?” IT asked. 

“You are unduly alarming the American 
people,” he said. “When you tell them that 
we have only four eight-inch howitzers and 
no 1053's, that our gun carriages are obsolete 
in type and that our semi-automatic rifles 
ure deficient in quantity, you distress them 
and frighten them.” 

Because his views may be shared by others 
of the old school, Lam taking the opportunity 
to repeat my answer to him, 

“Admiral,” I said, “I have given the true 
facts. I painted the picture as I saw it. The 
American people are not children, They are 
men and women of maturity, They are en 
titled to all the facts, The power to make good 
our shortages rests squarely upon the should 
ers of our citizens who represent the ultimate 
sovereignty in our Republic. They as well as 
you and I must look at our defenses calmly 
and dispassionately. Their true condition may 
still be a secret to many of our own citizens 
but it is most certainly known in all foreign 
capitals, So long as I am connected with the 
War Department IT shall try to give the pic- 
ture as I see it, I shall exert all my efforts to- 
ward awakening national interest in our de 
fense needs.

On this oceasion of the annual meeting of 
our patriotic organization of National So 
journers, it is appropriate for each one of us 
to vow to do our part toward perfecting and 
strengthening our modest defenses against 
all threats to our lives, to our liberty and to 
our democratic institutions, 

Let us hope that the scourges of war never 
again shall afflict us. Let us pray that the 
fear, the chaos and the ruthlessness that now 
rule over Europe and Asia never shall reach 
our shores. Let us offer our thanks to Al 
mighty God for our peace and for our secur 
ity. Let us ask for His blessing upon us and 
upon our posterity.

enlisted mechanics necessary to fly and, 
maintain, the enhanced force, it is pro- 
posed that basic flying training be given 
at selected civil aviation schools, and 
that the Air Corps technical schools at 
Rantoul, IL, and Denver, Colo., be en- 
larged, 

Doubling or even tripling the num- 
ber of trained technicians in aircraft 
factories, to be provided by training men 
in the plants, in existing civilian 
schools, and possibly under a Govern- 
ment project handled by the National 
Youth Administration, General Arnold 
suggested the latter without committing 
himself as to its merits, 

A research program costing $8,000,000 
to go hand in hand with the construe- 
tion program, Five million dollars of 
this amount is in the regular budget, it 
was indicated, with the remainder com- 
ing from the $300,000,000) special air 
fund. 


Well-rounded Program Urged 

General Arnold began his testimony 
with an observation that the present 
program is not new, but is the present 
form of a continuously developing plan, 
based on “the character, capabilities and 
limitations of aircraft and conditions 
throughout the world.” An adequate air 
force, he said, must be more than planes. 
There must be, he said, personnel, 
maintenance, facilities for operation, 
arms, ammunition, bombs; back of these 
must be a reserve of personnel, planes 
and equipment; and behind that a pro- 
duction capacity for planes and person- 
nel, 

While these make up the effective 
strength of an air force, the Air Corps 
chief continued, a still further factor is 
important—research, Because airplanes 
hecome obsolete at an average age of 
five years,—pursuit ships in 2 to 4 years 

engineers “with their wind-tunnels 
and testing machines” are of great im- 
portance, he said, 

“Research must go hand in hand with 
production,” he declared. “Three years 
ago we developed aircraft with a speed 
of 300 miles an hour, today we are look- 
ing at 400 miles an hour, and tomorrow, 
it will be five hundred miles an hour. 
We have not had funds enough for this 
work.” 

Research is being carried on in three 
different fields, he indicated: basie re 
search by the National Advisory Council 
for Aeronautics; applied military re- 
search at Wright Field, Ohio, and the 
Naval Alreraft Factory at Philadelphia ; 
and applied productive research carried 
on at various universities, 

Expand Aircraft Plants to Capacity 

If the airplane production program is 
to be carried out, General Arnold said, 
ull plane factories must be operated at 
maximum capacity. At present, with a 
total trained force of 27,000, the fae- 
tories are capable of producing 2,500 
planes a year. Six of the principal fac- 
tories now are without or practically 
without Government business, he said— 
Consolidated, Northrop, Vought, Sever- 
sky, Sikorsky, and Martin. By filling all 
plants to existing capacities and doub- 
ling or tripling the number of employees, 
the program can be completed in two 
years, it was declared, although consid- 
erable difficulty will be experienced in 
securing enough foremen and highly 
skilled key men. 

However, to enable the Army to fill all 
plants, the law regarding competitive 
bidding must be amended, it was stated, 
for under the present law it is necessary 
to have design competitions to let con- 
tracts, 

Members of the committee imme- 
diately took up the suggestion of abolish- 
ing competitive bidding, and Representa- 
tive Thomason, I). of Tex. wanted to 
know how aircraft companies would be 
prevented from making excessive profits 
under the proposed plan. General 
Arnold stated that the War Department 
would continue to audit the books of 
companies having contracts and from 
past experience would know “very 
closely” what each type of plane should 
cost. By negotiating what is considered

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Financial Digest 

The low level of agricultural prices in 
relation to the goods that farmers must 
buy has reached a point which during 
the past twenty years always has pre- 
saged a decline in business activity. The 
great majority of business forecasts for 
the first quarter of 1939 agreed upon the 
probability of further expansion of busi- 
ness recovery, and when all the factors, 
favorable and unfavorable, both at home 
and abroad, have been balanced there 
would seem to be ground for this pre- 
diction. However, the agricultural price 
situation admittedly is serious, and is re- 
ceiving the careful attention of the 
President, and the Secretaries of the 
Treasury and Agriculture, In the matter 
of cotton, there is under consideration 
the question of calling a conference of 
producing countries to define the share of 
each in the international market, and 
thus facilitate the solution of the twin 
problems of surplus production and in- 
adequate income for our own growers, 
More attention also is to be paid to in- 
ternational conferences’ relative’ to 
grains. In Congress, southern democrats 
and representatives of the Middle West 
are sharply criticising the existing Agri- 
cultural Act and the policy thereunder, 
and are pressing for abandonment of 
regimentation, but not of subsidies to 
the farmers. The House cut the Presi- 
dent’s relief estimate of 875 millions by 
150 millions, and in spite of strong White 
House and other political pressure the 
Senate Appropriations Committee has 
stood by the lower Chamber. The Presi- 
dent has been saying that if the amount 
he recommended be not granted between 
four and five million people would be de- 
prived of aid, The leaders in Congress 
do not agree with him, and are deter- 
mined to take the first step toward re- 
ducing government costs. It is their view 
that an end should be put to spending 
and lending, in spite of the Administra- 
tion’s insistence that recovery will be 
prevented unless this should be con- 
tinued. The President’s view in this re- 
spect is evidenced by his revival of the 
Quoddy dam project and the Florida 
Ship Canal, the construction of which 
he advocates in part in the interest of 
Nutional Defense. In anticipation of 
armament expenditures and the award 
of steel contracts, the Department of 
Labor, acting under the Walsh-Healy 
Act, has established new wage scales 
in the steel industry, which provide for 
sectional differences. There is fear that 
the new seales will help “Big Steel,” 
which has a contract with the C. I. O., 
and put the independents at a disadvan- 
tage. The President has recommended to 
Congress legislation which will permit 
reciprocal taxation on future salaries and 
securities of Federal, State and local 
Governments. At the same time, he an- 
nounced that on the basis of recent Su- 
preme Court rulings, the Treasury De- 
partment will attempt to collect income 
taxes from employes of many State agen- 
cies and holders of State securities. Ac- 
tion upon all tax proposals is being de- 
ferred by the House Ways and Means 
Committee until the Treasury advises it 
of the amount of income tax collections 
in March.

Coastal Subsidies Asked 

Mr. J. Lewis Luckenbach, president of 
the American Bureau of Shipping, told a 
west coast audience this week that if the 
Government grants subsidies to rail- 
roads, it is vital that American coast- 
wise and coast-to-coast shipping be 
granted similar aid. He pointed out that 
while the United States Maritime Com- 
mission is speeding the construction of a 
modern off-shore merchant marine, no 
present operating or construction subsi- 
dies are permitted to coastwise ships. 
“I would prefer to see trade-protected 
fields like our coastal and inter-coastal 
fleets remain independent and operate 
without aid,” he declared, “but aid to 
railroads might make competition too 
great. The threatened repeal of the 
fourth section of the interstate commerce 
act, which would permit rail lines to 
charge less for transcontinental hauls 
than between intermediate points, threat- 
ens the very existence of domestic ship- 
ping. 

“If the government does wish to subsi- 
dize domestic shipping there is every 
reason to do so as an aid to upbuilding a 
vital arm of national defense, as it is 
doing in off-shore trades.” 


Mr. Luckenbach then paid tribute to 
the great strides made by the United 
States Maritime Commission in re-estab- 
lishing the American flag on the trade 
lanes of the world, and, speaking of the 
Maritime Service, declared, “Just as 
essential is a trained and stable per- 
sonnel, which the Commission should 
realize through recently opened schools.” 

Earlier in the week, Representative 
Richard J. Welch, of California, intro- 
duced into Congress bills which would 
provide subsidies for inter-coastal pas- 
senger and freight carriers and for the 
construction of shipbuilding and ship re- 
pair facilities in San Francisco Bay by 
the Maritime Commission. 


Pilot Conference Meets 


The Master Mates and Pilots Union is 
holding a conference on maritime affairs 
this week in Washington. The Union, 
representing more than 8,000 licensed 
officers of the American merchant marine, 
is one of the largest organizations of its 
kind in the world. 





Progress on Test Division 
Hq., 8th Corps Area, 
Fort Sam Houston, Tex. 

During the past month the Eighth 
Corps Area continued preparations for 
the reorganization of the New Infantry 
Division. Working toward this end, a 
board of officers was convened at Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, for the purpose of 
working out the details for the organiza- 
tion, motor transportation requirements 
and equipment of the New Division. 

On November 15, the Second Ammuni- 
tion Train, one of the war time units of 
the famous Second Division, was inac- 
tivated, and 22 one and one-half ton 
trucks of this unit’s motor transportation 
were transferred to the 12th Field Artil- 
lery. This shift of motor transportation 
is a step toward the motorization of the 
New Division, although new vehicles are 
not scheduled for delivery until about 
March 15, 1939. The inactivation of the 
Second Ammunition Train has also made 
possible the activation of four horse- 
drawn 75mm gun batteries of Field Ar- 
tillery at the following stations: 

Batteries C & F, 18th FA, at Fort Sill, 
Okla, 

Battery A, 76th FA, at Fort F. E. War- 
ren, Wyo. 

Battery F, 83rd FA, at Fort Bragg, 

N. C. 
The animals of the 12th Field Artillery 
and much of the equipment and materiel 
of that organization have been trans- 
ferred to the activated units at Fort Sill, 
Fort Warren, and Fort Bragg. That re- 
maining at Fort Sam Houston will be dis- 
posed of in accordance with instructions 
to be issued by the War Department. 


Protection of Fort Brown 

Fighth Corps Area Headquarters for 
the past several years has been concerned 
with the situation at Fort Brown, Texas, 
where the Rio Grande threatens to cut 
through the reservation. Maps dating as 
far back as 1869 show that the post head- 
quarters building, still existing, was then 
about 200 feet from the river bank. Prac- 
tically all of that margin has been carried 
away by the river in the past seventy-odd 
years so that the levee sheltering the 
reservation from high water now runs 
adjacent to the foundation of that 
building. 

Col. D. C. Robinson, the post comman- 
der, has been energetic in providing flood 
protection. About a year ago, in anticipa- 
tion of high water, about 20,000 sand bags 
were placed along the 1,000 foot stretch 
near the headquarters building that was 
threatened most seriously. These bags 
disintegrate after a few months and the 
dirt contents are carried away by the 
stream. 

Various plans have been suggested to 
provide a permanent protection. These 
are now being studied in the offices of the 
Kighth Corps Area Engineer at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, and of the District Engi- 
neer at Galveston, Texas. 

San Antonio Construction 

New construction for the Army in and 
around San Antonio, Texas, to the value 
of over six and one-quarter million dol- 
lars is now under way. The work is being 
done at five posts under the supervision 
of the Constructing Quartermaster, San 
Antonio and vicinity, with offices at Fort 
Sam Houston. . 

At Randolph Field two cadet barracks 
housing 280 cadets are approximately 
one-third finished with completion sched- 
uled for April 1989. The buildings have 
reinforced frames, hollow tile and stucco 
walls and Spanish mission tile roofs. 

The initial features of a new perma- 
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nent post have been started at Kelly 
Field, where the Air Corps Advanced Fly- 
ing School is located. Street, water, 
sewer, electric, gas and storm-drainage 
systems, as well as twenty-six sets of 
quarters, are now under construction. 
Plans and specifications are being rushed 
to place under contract in the near future 
academic buildings, hangars, shops, bar- 
racks, warehouses, and other utility 
structures, 

Two barracks to house 1,000 men are 
under way at Fort Sam Houston. Their 
foundations, extending to a depth of 
forty-two feet and containing more than 
3,000 yards of concrete are completed and 
the superstructures are well started. 
Completion is scheduled for the Spring of 
1940. 

A modern ammunition depot at Camp 
Stanley, the ammunition storage area for 
the San Antonio Arsenal, is more than 
half completed. Underground magazines, 
together with warehouses, administrative 
and laboratory buildings and quarters 
are underway. Complete systems of 
roads, railroads, sewers, water and elec- 
trie lines are being built. 

Two new wings have been added to the 
station hospital at Fort Clark. A motor 
pool quadrangle with shops and vehicle 
sheds and a new sewage disposal works 
are under construction. 

The five projects described give direct 
employment to about 2,000 persons and 
involve expenditures of nearly $4,000,000 
for materials and equipment, the making 
of which gives employment to hundreds 
of other workers. 





Funds for Military Intelligence 

Transfer of $12,500 from the appropria- 
tion “Pay of the Army” to “Contingencies, 
Military Intelligence, General Staff,” was 
asked of Congress this week by the Presi- 
dent. Authority for the shift of funds dl- 
ready appropriated for this fiscal year 
will be considered for inclusion in the 
First Deficiency Act.

a fair price and the inclusion of a 10 per 
cent profit limitation, the matter could 
be satisfactorily handled, he said. 


Must Face Emergency 

“The question is whether we are now 
fucing an emergency,” he declared, “If 
Congress decides that we are, then, we 
must use emergency measures. I think 
that we are facing an emergency and 
that Congress should amend the law.” 

Later questioned as to the suspension 
of competitive bidding, General Arnold 
declared that he was in favor of it and 
thought it was sound, but believed that 
it should be temporarily suspended at 
the present. 

Representative Faddis, D. of Pa., 
commented that he considered negotiated 
contracts to be a good method of han- 
dling the matter, whereupon Representa- 
tive Thomason broke in with. 

“We had better be careful about relax- 
ing competitive bidding as to aircraft. 
Remember what happened as to trucks 
two or three years ago.” (Referring to 
the committee investigation of War De- 
partment truck procurement.) 


Train Additional Pilots 

Turning to the question of the procure- 
ment of pilots to man the new planes, the 
Air Corps Chief said that the present 
capacity of the Training Center at San 
Antonio is 550, and that it is now operat- 
ing at this rate. As a material increase in 
this rate is necessary, he said, the War 
Department is asking a change in sys- 
tem of developing flying personnel. It 
was decided not to expand San Antonio, 
but to develop a “war reserve of produc- 
tion capacity” for pilots in addition to 
enlarging the active force by setting up 
a preliminary flight training system. 
This will be in accordance with the plan 
announced several weeks ago, whereby 
civilian schools would train 20,000 civil 
pilots annually. 

General Arnold said that the Army 
will participate in the program, which is 
under the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
to the following extent: they will phys- 
ically examine the prospective candi- 
dates; Army personnel will examine 
graduates of the 14 civilian schools to 
select entrants to the Air Corps Train- 
ing Center; instructors at the civil 
schools will be given training at San 
Antonio; the Army will lend equipment 
—planes, ete.—to the civil schools at the 





start. 

By securing partially trained person- 
nel from this source—with physically 
qualified persons who are not adapted to 
flying already eliminated — General 
Arnold indicated that the number of 
pilots needed under the expanded force 
could be obtained. 


Five Year Expansion of Air Corps Officers 

Under the new program, he said, 4,663 
officer pilots will be needed, including 
the present 2,245 Regular and Reserves 
in service. While the number required 
will be obtained in two years, he said, 
the ratio of 3,200 Regular officers to 1,- 
400 Reserve officers to be maintained, 
will not be accomplished in this period. 
To avoid creation of a promotion 
“hump,” the increase in the Regular of- 
ficers will be spread over five years, with 
an equal number of Reservists being 
taken in each year. In adding approxi- 
mately 2,400 pilots to the Air Corps 
strength, about six hundred will be ac- 
quired the first year and the remainder 
the second. 

The number of additional enlisted men 
required under the program was not 
given by General Arnold at the hearing, 
but afterward Department officials said 
that about 25,000 men will be added to 
the Air Corps and about 5,000 more for 
supporting arms. Money will be sought 
in next year’s Army supply bill for an 
additional 410 officers and 13,000 enlist- 
ed men, to be accomplished’ by the end 
of the year. 


The enlisted procurement program 
must carry a double load, General 


Arnold said, for the Air Corps will not 
reach the number required for the pres- 
ent authorized plane strength under ex- 
isting plans. It is intended, he said, to 
expand the present technical schools in 
Illinois and Colorado, throwing up tem- 
porary housing to accommodate the ad- 
ditional students. 
Temporary Barracks Planned 

To keep down the construction costs 
under the base development program, it 
is contemplated that temporary build- 
ings will he extensively used, General 
Arnold said. There will be permanent 
construction in Alaska and Panama, 
and to the extent that funds remain, in 
the northern part of the United States. 
In Puerto Rico, Hawaii, the Southern 
states and partially in the North, build- 
ings similar to those used in the CCC 
camps will be erected. Technical build- 
ings will be permanent for the most part. 





Another economy feature is that at the 
new posts to be established in the United 
States, only five sets of officers quarters 
and six sets of non-commissioned officers 
quarters will be built, with other officers 
living off the reservation in rented quar- 
ters. A necessary exception will be made 
in the case of the new outlying bases 
where suitable accommodations cannot 
be rented. 

There was no further explanation of 
the base development program during 
the hearing. General Arnold said after 
the meeting, however, that of the two 
new stations contemplated in the con- 
tinental United States, one would be in 
the northeast, the other in the south- 
east. 

Representative Costello, D. of Calif. 
asked General Arnold if he did not feel 
that it would be better to build only 
permanent construction, 

“There was just enough pie to go 
around,” the General answered, “After 
the other items were accounted for, there 
was just enough money to put up the 
necessury buildings using temporary 
construction where possible. There is 
also the time element to consider. We 
must provide housing for the men right 
away if the program is to go forward 
on schedule and that means either tents 
or temporary buildings. I agree with 
you that we should have permanent con- 
struction whenever we can,” 

Ask 6,000 Plane Authorization 

Approximately 3,200 planes are ex- 
pected to be procured under the $300.- 
000,000 aircraft fund asked by the Pres- 
ident in his message. Generald Arnold 
asked, however, that legislation be en- 
acted to authorize a maximum strength 
of 6,000 planes for the Air Corps, a five 
hundred plane ex@ess over the expected 
strength of 5,500, He said that if present 
aircraft factories are operated at capac 
ity, this number can be secured in two 
years. If a larger number were sought in 
this period, facilities would have to be 
expanded and an “unhealthy” slump in 
aircraft production would follow com- 
pletion of the program. 

Another objective of the plan, the Air 
Corps head stated, will be in the prac- 
tical test given the factories as to their 
capacity. Tstimates of the ultimate ca- 
pacity of the aircraft industries were 
not answered in open session, but follow- 
ing an executive session, it was reported 
that testimony had been given that a 
maximum of 10,000 planes a year could
